1 in 10 Face 1976 Unemployed 


KINGSTON 


It has been a bumpy roller coaster ride for Ulster County's 


jobless in 1975. Employment figures have skidded drastically 
down or slipped slowly up during the year. Currently gliding 
along an uncertain track, there is no guarantee the long steep 
economic slide that lengthened unemployment lines here 
earlier in the year will not recur. 


Never a "blue stocking" are, Ulster — which traditionally has 


among the highest jobless rates in New York State — fared 
worse than usual in '75. The county's jobless rate ran 
consistently ahead of the national figure most of the year and 
more residents were out of work in some of those months than 
at any time since the Great Depression '30s. 


As the year began, unemployment check recipients were 


spilling over onto the sidewalks at the New York State 
Employment Office in Kingston. And, as the year ends, there 
could well be a repetition of that scene by New Year's Eve — 
or shortly thereafter. 


While some of the worst fears born of the hectic atmosphere 


inherited from 1974 have disappeared, there is still a healthy 
skepticism that employment will increase significantly in the 
year coming up. Early '75 predictions that Ulster County's 
jobless rate would soar to 13.5 percent never actually material- 
ized. Still, it leaped to a whopping 10.8 percent in January (one 
of the highest in the state at that time), leaving 6,600 here out 
of work. 


And, to the surprise of almost no one, unemployment in the 


county continued to climb in February, which brought a jobless 
rate of 11.4 percent — a figure that put 7,200 out of work. 


Hopes for a seasonal recovery by summer were short-lived.' 


In spite of Ulster's supposedly healthy resort and farming 
business, 11.6 percent had not found jobs in June. July brought 
a slight but uns'-rnificant reduction in the number of jobless. 
But, again, more than 7,000 were still collecting benefits, with 
the jobless rate back to February's 11.4 percent. 


September seemed to be a harbinger of better things to come. 


It began with 5,079 filing for unemployment benefits, the lowest 
number of claims since the end of May. Later that month, 
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payments were being made to only 4,909... and, early in 
November, the number of claims dropped again — to 4,678. 


If it seemed for a time that a good year might be ahead — 


and that recession was gradually giving way to recovery — the 
latest figures do not suggest a steady and sustained upturn. 
Unemployment is on the rise again, according to the State 
Employment Office in Kingston. Final figures for 1975 are not 
yet available. But, for the week ending Dec. 12, unemployment 
figures were boosted again; stood at 5,608. And, for the week 
ending Dec. 19, only 14 fewer claims were filed — a figure 
considered wholly insignificant — and still leaving 5,594 
unemployed. 


By any accepted measurement, employment prospects in 


Ulster County have shown no urge to get up and go. As 1975 
draws to a close, unemployment is slightly over 10 percent — 
within breathing distance of the 10.8 percent level of last 
January- And no one is predicting a reprieve for those hard- 
pressed Ulsterites who are out of work ... or for others 
expected to join them shortly. 


Already, new claims are being filed by bus drivers and 


cafeteria workers from area schools, and — as of Christmas Eve 
— a small flood of salespeople left the labor force. 


In retrospect, then, whatever respite came our way during the 


autumn months was short-lived. By the end of this very- week, 
Ulster County's unemployment figures are expected to near 
6,000 again. "And only God knows what's going to happen after 
that," says a not even cautiously optimistic spokesman at 
Kingston's State Employment Office. 


Finding a job in 1976 will, apparently, still be tough. If '75 


was a steeplechase year for Ulster's jobless, the roller coaster 
ride could conceivably get worse in the early months of 
America's Bicentennial celebration.

Nukes Doomed to Fail? 


Editor's note: Major industry- and government proposals in 
development of electrical energy generating capacity through 
nuclear power have met with major public reaction by those 
in disagreement. Opponents to nuclear power, although lacking 
the fiscal resources of proponents, have made an impression on 
the public consciousness. Part I of this two-part series looks at 
the citizen action movement in this sphere.

said an autopsy showed that 2- 
year-old Rodell Mackall died 
of body contusions and blows 
to the face. 


He said the boy's 4-year-old 


half sister. Candy Cun- 
ningham, succumbed to con- 
tusions of the body and also 
choked while being assaulted. 


"There's no doubt there is 


sufficient evidence to account 
for contusions from a beating," 
DiMaio said.

Don't Blame 
The Working 
Mother . . . 


(By Judy Clabes former teacher and reporter, is the public 
affairs director of The Evansville (Ind.) Press.) 


No mother would argue the point that our children are our 


country's most important asset — not even working mothers, 
i.e. mothers who work outside the home. 


Yet working mothers, whose numbers are increasing each 


year, bear the brunt of criticism for many of the ills of our 
society as they relate to children. We have become handy 
scapegoats for anti-libbers, law enforcement officials, news- 
paper columnists, educators, and sociologists, among others. 


For the most part it's a bum rap. 
It may be true that in two-parent families, 30 per cent of the 


mothers with infants and more than one-third of those with 
children under 6 have joined the work force. Count me. 


It is simply not true that working outside the home makes 


a woman a bad mother or means that her children will 
automatically become society's misfits. 


The statistics are indeed alarming: 
The rate of armed robbery, rape and murder by juveniles has 


doubled in a decade. 


Dropouts increased by 11 per cent from 1970-73 while assaults 


on teachers are up 77 per cent and drug and alcohol offenses 
on school property are up 37 per cent. 


The suicide rate for chilren 15-19 has tripled in 20 years. 
That, plus the thousands of runaway kids we read about and 


the poor performance of our children on SAT tests are matters 
of concern for all mothers. 
. . 


But to blame working mothers for such alarming behavior is 


both unfair and unreasonable. 


It's a familiar cliche that it's "quality, not quantity ' of time 


mothers spend with children that matters, but there is merit 
in the thought. 


And what of the 6.2 million women who head households? 


Some of that number have no alternative to working. 


I think an even more disturbing trend that the increase in 


working motherhood is the rate of illegitimate births (some 
400,000 annually) especially among teenagers (about 200,000 a 
year). That has serious ramifications for children tnat far 
ourweigh any adverse effects of working motherhood. 


For the most important things for children are that they be 


loved, that they be wanted, and that they be provided the 
security of a stable home environment in which to grow and 
develop as individuals and as members of an orderly society. 


Working mothers can provide those things — and many even 


work harder at it because they are more conscious of their dual 
responsibilities. 


There are simply too many extraneous influences on our 


children over which we have relatively little or no control. 


What mother wants her child to turn to drugs, violence or 


the counter-culture? 


There are other trends in our society, besides working 


motherhood, that contribute to the stresses on our children. 
Among them: 


Urbanization—There is the overcrowding, poverty, ana 


anonymity of our cities; 


Affluence—That sometimes means children are pampered 


and spoiled and far too ambitious rather than being taught the

Nuclear Safety Numbers Game

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—The U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 


Commission recently came forth with a careful, detailed study 
mathematically calculating the chances of major nuclear 
accidents and the deaths and damage likely to be caused. 


The work was carried out by a scientist of considerable 


repute, an honest, able, upright man. 


The conclusions, nevertheless, are false and misleading. They 


are the result of a mathematical anomaly and are not privately 
taken at face value by senior scientists in the agency with whom 
this reporter has been in contact. 


The study finds that the chance of any individual dying from 


an accident in a nuclear-powered utility plant in any one year 
is a miniscule one in five billion — assuming 100 nuclear plants 
— as contrasted with a one in 4,000 chance of dying in an 
automobile accident, a one in 10,000 chance of being killed in 
a fall, a one in 30,000 chance od drowing. The probability of 
100 persons dying in a nuclear reactor accident — again 
assuming 100 operating nuclear utility plants — is calculated 
at one in 10,000 years, roughly the same probability as 100 
persons being killed in a meteorite impact. In contrast with one 
chance in 16 years of 100 people dying in an explosion, or one 
in seven years of 100 dying in a fire. 


This would seem to place nuclear accidents as one of the 


least of the worries we might face in the years ahead. 


Though the mathematical procedures leading to this con- 


clusion are precise, given the date, there is a catch. Because 
of the limited experience we have had thus far with nuclear 
power the probabilities which show up on the answer line may 
be so distorted as to be meaningless. 


To oversimplify, it is as though one flipped a coin three times, 


then developed a theory on how many times heads would 
appear in 1,000 flips, based on those three trials, modified by 


logic and mathematical experience. If, by chance, heads 
appeared three times in a row, we could come up with some 
weird conclusion as to what would happen in 1,000 tries. 


In blunt terms, we do not have sufficient evidence as yet to 


determine the probability of nuclear accidents or their probable 
seriousness. 


Take a recent highly publicized accident in which a work- 


man, routinely lighting a candle to check on something set a 
serious fire at one nuclear plant. Since this occurred before the 
completion of the safety study, it was considered in the 
mathematics. But as one nuclear scientist in the regulatory 
agency said wonderingly, no one in a thousand years would 
have thought of a candle starting a fire in a nuclear plant. If 
it hadn't happened, it would most certainly not have been 
figured in. 


How many other unpredictable accidents and combinations 


of accidents are likely to occur in this uncharted field no one 
knows. 


The problems will show when there are not a hundred, but 


a thousand plants, operated routinely by men who have come 
to regard nuclear power, not as a new and untried source, but 
as a ho hum, ordinary power source of no particular danger. 


This is not to say we should slacken our drive for nuclear 


power. Opponents, notwithstanding, the evidence points to a 
most serious need. And though, as noted, the mathematics of 
this study do not prove it as safe as government propagandists 
claim, there is no evidence to date either to suggest seriously 
that nuclea r power will be more dangerous than automobiles, 
swimming pools, airplanes or gas as a fuel, which we have come 
to accept in return for the benefits they offer.

To o v ersimp lify , it is as tho u gh o n e flip p ed a co in three times, 
then dev elo p ed a theo ry o n ho w man y tim es heads wo u ld 
ap p ear in 1,000 flip s, based o n tho se three trials, mo dified by 


lo gic an d m athem atical ex p erien ce. If, by chan ce, heads 
ap p eared three tim es in a ro w, we co u ld co me u p with so me 
weird co n clu sio n as to w hat wo u ld hap p en in 1,000 tries. 


In blu n t term s, we do n o t hav e su fficien t ev iden ce as y et to 
determ in e the p ro bability o f n u clear acciden ts o r their p ro bable 
serio u sn ess. 
Tak e a recen t highly p u blicized acciden t in which a wo rk ­ 
m an , ro u tin ely lightin g a can dle to check o n so m ethin g set 
a 
serio u s fire at o n e n u clear p lan t. Sin ce this o ccu rred befo re the 
co mp letio n o f the safety stu dy , it was co n sidered in the 
m athem atics. Bu t as o n e n u clear scien tist in the regu lato ry 
agen cy said wo n derin gly , n o o n e in a tho u san d y ears wo u ld 
hav e tho u ght o f a can dle startin g a fire in a n u clear p lan t. If 
it had n ’t hap p en ed, it wo u ld mo st certain ly n o t hav e been 
figu red in . 
Ho w man y o ther u n p redictable acciden ts an d co m bin atio n s 
o f acciden ts are lik ely to o ccu r in this u n charted field n o o n e 
k n o ws, 
The p ro blems will sho w when there are n o t a hu n dred, bu t 
a tho u san d p lan ts, o p erated ro u tin ely by men who hav e co me 
to regard n u clear p o wer, n o t as a n ew an d u n tried so u rce, hu t 
as a ho hu m , o rdin ary p o wer so u rce o f n o p articu lar dan ger. 
T his is n o t to say we sho u ld slack en o u r driv e fo r n u clear 
p o wer. O p p o n en ts, 
n o tw ithstan din g, the ev iden ce p o in ts to a 
mo st serio u s n eed An d tho u gh, as n o ted, the m athem atics o f 
this stu dy do n o t p ro v e it as safe as go v ern men t p ro p agan dists 
claim , there is n o ev iden ce to date either to su ggest serio u sly 
that n u clea r p o wer will be mo re dan gero u s than au to m o biles, 
swimmin g p o o ls, airp lan es o r gas as a fu el, which we hav e co me 
to accep t in retu rn fo r the ben efits they o ffer.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - American politicians can chuckle

The Supreme Court will decide this winter whether this 


• possibility becomes reality. If it upholds the sweeping changes 
, in campaign financing law enacted by Congress after Water- 
, gate, the 1976 race will be well under way. If it strikes down 
| the 1974 law, hysteria followed by scattered chaos can be 


i expected in the political community. 
! 
If the law stands, no individual will be permitted to give more 


1 than $1,000 to a candidate and the government will pour up 
' to $80 million in subsidies into the presidential nomination and 


election process. 


1 
If it falls, the candidates will be operating under laws passed 


in 1925 and 1971, which permitted individuals to contribute 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and produced campaign 
spending that topped $100 million between April and December 
of 1972 alone. 


Most of the campaigns this time have been tailored to the 


1974 law, with emphasis on private contributions of S250 or less 
that will be matched by the Treasury in the pre-nomination 
period. 


Little provision has been made for general election fund 


raising, because the law earmarks up to $20 million for each 
major party candidate. But it forbids private funds raising after 
the conventions if the federal funds are accepted. 


So if the 1974 law goes down, the lid will be off. Candidates 


will be beating down the doors of wealthy contributors and their 
staffs will be planning far more lavish campaigns than would 
be possible under the strict limits of the present statute. 


The law already has had its effect on candidate planning for 


the presidential primaries. At least 30 states will have prima- 
ries in 1976, and with a national limit of $10 million on each 
candidate's campaign for nomination, candidates will bypass 
some states. This is true in the two-man Republican field as 
well as the 10-man Democratic land rush. 


Mob Scene 


The mob scene on the Democratic side also has caused some 


changes in candidate tactics, at least in the preprimary period. 
Instead of ignoring each- other, the candidates have appeared 
together at forums and round tables so they can reach the 
largest number of party members at the least cost. 


They also have avoided attacking each other, a switch from 


three years ago, but this may change when the more con- 
servative Democrats start showing up at the forums. 


Unaffected by the fate of the campaign law are the new party 


rules requiring that the candidate preferences of rank-and-file 
Democrats be reflected in delegate selection starting at the 
precinct level. 


That presents no new problem where delegates are chosen by 


primary election, but in caucus and convention states, can- 
didates will have to scramble as hard to get their supporters 
to precinct meetings as state conventions. 


Three Groups 


The 10 Democrats actively seeking the nomination fall into 


three general ideological groups. 


To the extent that he does not fit (or want to fit) in any 


mainstream Democratic faction, Gov. George Wallace of 
Alabama is by himself. He certainly does have a Democratic 
constituency, but he also commands the loyalty of many 
citizens who no longer identify with either major party. 


Sens. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., and Lloyd Bentsen, D- 


Tex., make up a second Democratic group. The two senators 
look for support from the top echelons of the AFL-CIO, state 
and local party organizations, elected officials and the "old 
liberal" New Deal-Fair Deal veterans in the party. 


The third group consists of everyone else. Seven candidates 


are competing for the support of the Democratic liberal faction, 
which in its militant "New Politics" form took control of the 
party in 1972. The party is more centrist than three years ago, 
but the liberals still are active and strong. 


They have a smorgasbord of candidates, including Sen. Birch 


Bayh, D-Ind., Rep. Morris Udall, D-Ariz., Gov. Milton Shapp 
of Pennsylvania, 1972 vice presidential candidate Sargent 
Shriver, former Gov. Jimmy Carter of Georgia, former Gov. 
Terry Sanford of North Carolina and former Sen. Fred Harris 
of Oklahoma. 


The first primaries should cull this herd. The betting before 


the votes are cast is that the first round liberal survivors will 
be Bayh, Udall and Carter. 


If there are four or more strong candidates by the time the 


Democrats assemble in New York July 12, some believe a 
.compromise figure will emerge. A lot of Democrats think that 
•would most likely be Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn. 


Picture Simpler 


The Republican picture is simpler, but no easier to divine. 


President Ford's only challenger is former Gov, Ronald Reagan 
of California. On the basis of Ford's long record in Congress 
and his brief performance as President, it would be a misstate- 
ment to label him as the liberal and Reagan as the conservative 
in the GOP contest. 


But their matchup, to be decided the week of Aug. 16 at 


Kansas City, Mo., may in fact come down to which man is the 
more electable, if not pure, conservative Republican. 


Ford has the immense asset of incumbency, and has used it 


to try to nail down the nomination early. His first strategy was 
to freeze Reagan out. When that failed, Ford tried convincing 
party members he is the bird in hand and Reagan is the pig 
in the poke. 


But Reagan has the advantage of the sniper in the tree. He 


can freely attack all the shortcomings of the Ford adminis- 
tration and what he calls the "buddy system" of Washington 
politicians. 


PARIS (UPI) — Why have 


the world's poorest nations, 
which have suffered most from 
high oil prices, formed a solid 
front with the oil producing 
countries that set those prices? 


Because oil is as much a 


weapon for the poor nations as 
it is for OPEC, according to 
one of the Third World's most 
articulate spokesmen, Jamai- 
can foreign minister P.J. Pat- 
terson.

tries is energy," he said. "It's 


t energy that has given us politi- 
•cal clout. 


"We've been asking for this 


for a damned long time," Pat- 
terson said of the Dialogue 
which will discuss the poor 
nations demands for a better 
deal in raw materials, aid and 
'finance as well as the West's 
hope for an easing of the oil 
crisis. 


"Nobody ever paid us any 


mind until you (the West) 
began feeling the oil pinch. 
But now that we are here, we 
are going to talk about all the 
things we have been wanting 
to talk about all this time. 


"And if you think you are 


• going to talk 
only about 


energy, we may have to puUhe 
energy squeeze on again."

terson implied, would rob the 
Third World of it strongest 


What does the Third World 


want from the Dialogue9 


- "No tinkering. We ere out to 
change the world," Patterson 
said. "This conference is es- 
sentially nn instrument for the 
"management of change in the 
economic relations bet worn 


the rich and poor nations. The 
changes which are required 
now are not marginal. They 
are fundamental. 


"Unless we accept this aim, 


this conference will not be 
worth the candle." 


Patterson said this means, 


among other things, a change 
in the world monetary and 
financial system. The West is 
determined to keep monetary 
reform within the World Bank 
and International Monetary 
Fund, where it holds the 
power, and out of the North- 
South Dialogue. 


"We think these changes 


cannot be implemented 
without a change in the finan 
cial 
mechanics," 
Patterson 


said. "And I don't think this 
can be done if it is left to the 
financial boys (in the West) to 
deal with." 


How can they persuade the 


West to accept this? Here 
again, he said, energy is the 
answer. 


"If the West had not been 


seeking the security of energy 
supplies at reasonable prices, 
the North-South Dialogue 
would not have happened. 
This is the trump card we 
have." 


In this solidarity, he added, 


there is an element of Third 
World gratitude to OPEC for 
insisting from the start that 
the Dialogue discuss all raw 
materials, not just oil. The 
United States originally op- 
posed this, and a first attempt 
to prepare the Dialogue col- 
lapsed over this point in April, 
but Washington agreed later 
to expand the conference.

With more than 100 criminal cases pending going into 1976, it is 


imperative that a judge be assigned, not for a week or two, but for 
as long as needed to help in the handling of these cases. 


The Freeman also suggests to Judge Mino and any other judge who 


conducts court in this county — instead of starting a trial well past 
nine in the morning, having long lunch hours and then adjourning for 
the day before 4 p.m., why not plan on an eight-hour working day in 
court? 


With the addition of that one judge plus an additional 10 or 12 hours 


a week in which to dispose of cases, maybe the court's massive backlog 
will not be as massive and perhaps those who have been charged with 
crimes will learn their fates a lot earlier than waiting around for 
previous cases to be finished before theirs started. 


In these days of tight money and economic hard times, there are 


many people making sacrifices by working beyond the call of duty. 
Judges and lawyers should do the same. We never knew of a person 
being overworked in just eight to nine hours.

President Ford's decision to veto the construction 'situs picketing' 


bill puts first things first. 


In terms of national interest — the sole relevant yardstick — there 


never was any sound argument for enacting a law that could only make 
for more and bigger strikes and a further rise in the already astronomic 
cost of building. 


The Freeman commends Mr. Ford for his about-face decision to veto 


the controversial bill. By announcing his opposition to the measure, 
Mr. Ford has the AFL-CIO members up in arms. Organized labor, no 
doubt, will break out its big guns in '76 in an effort to defeat the 
incumbent president — first in the GOP primaries, and, then in the 
general election if Mr. Ford survives the primaries. 


Had the President signed the bill, building trades union officials 


would have given the added power to compel membership in their 
unions by forcing a halt to work on any construction project where non- 
union employes are working. 


.Union lobbyists will attempt to override the veto, but they are given 
little chance of success. The bill had been steered through Congress 
by Labor Secretary John Dunlop and AFL-CIO lobbyists. It originally 
passed the House in July. 


When Mr. Ford announced his intention to veto the bill, it was the 


third time the Right to Work Committee had fought against the AFL- 
CIO lobbyists over legislation expanding union coercive powers — and 
the third time Big Labor came out second best. 


Games of Chance 


It took nearly two months of ballot counting, but Amendment 7— 


providing games of chance by local choice—was narrowly approved by 
the state voters in November. 


The Freeman backed the proposal because the chief benefeciaries of 


the measure will be volunteer firemen, churches, charitable and other 
non-profit organizations. 


With the amendment now officially approved, Las Vegas-type casino 


nights are expected to be held. 


The Freeman cautions those who will be running these games of 


chance, to remember what happened to our lottery. Police your games 
carefully and make sure the funds raised are accounted for. Don't 
abuse this easy way to raise money for your group. 


With big money involved, temptation by weak men and women 


cannot be overlooked. However, if properly supervised this new state 
amendment should be beneficial for organizations which depend on 
games of chance to continue their activities.

This letter is written in response to your

1 think, however, it is impor- 
tant that the public be made aware of the 
fact that this group, representing the 
seven counties indicated, is merely pre- 
paring to make application for designa- 
tion as the Hudson Valley Health Sys- 
tems Agency. Such designation has not 
yet been made by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare and is not 
necessarily a foregone conclusion. 


There is another agency, the Northern 


Metropolitan Health Planning Council, 
the local branch of the New York State 
Health nnd Hospital Planning Council 
which has done many of the tusks as- 
signed to HSA's for the past 12 to IS yean, 
and has developed a tremendous amount 
of expertise in this held. This Council, 
now known us NORMKT, has made every 
effort 
to join hmids with the several 


county agencies to develop an ap- 
propriate Health Systems Agency but it 
appears that the political leaders of the 
various counties are intent upon develop- 
ing their own HSA. 


As a result, it is entirely possible that 


NORMET will submit its own applica- 
tion for designation as the area HSA. This 
would create an 
unfortunately com- 


petitive situation in our area and would 
not be in the best interests of all con- 
cerned. However, it is unreasonable to 
ignore the many years of experience and 
resulting expertise which the NORMET 
has developed. 


Again, 1 do not argue with the facts 


presented in your article of Dee. 11 and 
certainly know no more knowledgeable 
people nnd community minded individ- 
uals could have been selected. I applaud 
Mr. Savage's action in this regard but 
also feel that the public should be made 
aware of the entire set of circumstances 
and possibilities, rather than be led to 
believe that the HSA is H fait accompli.

Lest We Forget

Before New York disappears completely 


from sight, the December crisis having 
been met, it is worth contemplating a few 
of the lessons it brought briefly to our 
attention. 


1. The power of the municipal monopo- 


ly unions can bring extortionary pres- 
sures. No solution has been found to this 
problem in the current disorder. In micro- 
cosm, the Washington Post has been 
experiencing the problem of the union 
that asks you to accept the choice of going 
out of business, or of accepting its de- 
mands. Mrs. Graham of the Washington 
Post is apparently willing to concede that 
some of her crusading zeal might have 
profitably taken her to challenging the 
excesses of the unions. One of her spokes- 
men is quoted as saying about the 
pressmen: They take the position that 
that which they have is theirs, that which 
we have is negotiable. 


The decision of the Past was to fight— 


and to begin, after a futile attempt at 
negotiating, to hire new pressmen on a 
permanent basis. The Newspaper Guild 
called out its members, in fraternal loyal- 
ty to the pressmen. But lo and behold, the 
reporters for the most part went on 
working, crossing the mystical picket line. 
It would be ironic if it should happen that 
the Washington Post proved to be the 
watershed of irresponsible labor union 
monopoly power. Would the vibrations 
reach New York City? 


2. The steam appears to have gone out 


of the movement to affix blame on the 
responsible parties. It remains true that 
as recently as a year ago, bonds were 
being sold to buyers who assumed that 
they were being protected against fraud 
by the whole library pf re;evamt statutes. 
It transpired that they were being sold 
obligations the City could not reasonably 
have anticipated being able to pay off. 
For such offenses, non-politicians go to 
jail, if criminal intent to defraud is 
proved. There is nothing to be got from 
blood-vengeance in New York, but a great 
deal to be got from drawing an investiga- 
tion to its conclusion. A year ago most of 
the thought-leaders in New York were 
infuriated by President Ford's pardon of 
Richard Nixon, notwithstanding that 
Nixon's guilt was transparent. It is 
strange that they should not, in their 
impartial zest for justice, be calling for 
the investigation of the principal respon- 


sible officials of New York. 


And, 3. What have we learned about 


municipal democracy? As so often is the 
case, Theodore White said it best—in an 
article in New York magazine. He ad- 
dresses an open letter to the Democratic 
majority in Congress, and ventilates a 
number of unfashionable truths. The cen- 
tral one is that contemporary liberalism 
— he calls it "a wild excess of good will" 
— is bankrupt-as a guide to public policy. 
Excerpts: 


"New York City has now reached the 


point where it is entirely incapable of self- 
government. We are a city of eight million 
people burdened by an enormous under- 
class—a dependent, hapless, and increas- 
ingly predatory underclass. In order to 
pacify and control this underclass we pay 
not only huge sums in welfare but ex- 
traordinary benefits to a body of 260,000 
civil servants. Ijhese city empolyees who 
protect the stable middle and working- 
class citizens from the predators, the 
others who try to 'acculturate' the under- 
class in our public schools, charge extor- 
tionately for their services. They do nas- 
ty, sometimes dangerous, work. We pay 
five and a half times as much to police 
this city as we did in 1955. Our population 
was larger in 1955—but, in the twenty 
years since, our murder rate has jumped 
from less than one murder a day in the 
city to four murders a day. 


"There are over a million people on 


welfare in this city. Our 260,000 city 
employees have wives, or husbands, and 
children. Most of them vote— and they 
are all united in one great purpose: 
'More.' No one can be elected in this city 
who promises 'Less.' Only now there is o 
ore. New York can't give any longer. It 
premises too much and has run out of the 
resources to meet its promises. 


". . . Thus, for the foreseeable future, 


(New York) is incapable of self-govern- 
ment; self-government in this kind of 
society does not work. When you come to 
pick a candidate here next July in your 
convention, you could be meeting in a 
city that mocks all your fervid speeches 
about humanitarianism. You have to 
realize that the issue is not just the 
bankruptcy 
of one city. It is the 


bankruptcy of the goals and thinking of 
the 1960's, a decade you dominated, the 
decade of unreckoning good will." 


Washington Merrv-Go-Round 
Soviets Research 
Germ Warfare

WASHINGTON—In violation of a United Nations agreement, the 


Soviet Union is continuing its secret research into germ warfare. 


At the same time, the United States is keeping its pledge to destroy 


biological weapons.

Both nations have developed new virus and rickettsia strains against 


which the world has no immunity. This has been achieved by using 
chemicals, radiation, ultraviolet light and other agents to produce 
freaks or mutants.

A dozen enemy agents with spray guns could spread enough germs 


across the country to cause an epidemic that could destroy crops, kill 
off livestock or wipe out hundreds of thousands of people. 


One expert has estimated that 10 planes, each loaded with 10,000 


pounds of dry biological warfare material, could scatter enough 
bacteria over the United States to knock out one-third of the 
population. 


Under a United Nations convention, therefore, the United btates, 


Soviet Union and other nations agreed to destroy their biological 
stocks. Congressional investigators disclosed last September that the 
Central Intelligence Agency had defied a presidential order and was 
still hoarding deadly toxins.

tried to weasle suspicious information 
from at least three U.S. government 
scientists. 


The three attended a genetic sym- 


posium last February at Asilomar, Calif. 
Stepanov was not present, but other 
Soviet scientists heard the Aericans dis- 
cuss "genetics engineering." This can be 
used to create new animal breeds and 
insect strains. 


For example, bacteria could be created 


that would be resistant to any known 
drugs. There would be no way, theo- 
retically, to stop these killer germs from 
wiping out entire populations. 


After the California meeting, Stepanov

If they should gather at 
some medical facility, it would alert the 
Soviets of a possible new development in 
genetics.

Any Municipal Bonds Today? 


WASHINGTON—The owners of New 


York City lOUs are finding out what the 
Fuggers and the Rothschilds learned cen- 
turies ago: People who lend money to 
governments may not get it all back. In 
the old days the kings used to welsh on 
their debts outright. Modern republics 
are more prone to do it on the-sneak by 
debasing the coinage. Sure, we'll repay 
you for that $25 savings bond you bought 
15 years ago, but you're going to get it 
back in 35-cent dollars. 


The current New York City situation is 


closer to the days when the kings would 
get ahold of the people they owed money 
to and tell them, "Look, Mr. Banker, 
either you stamp paid on this IOU or 
we're going to cut your right ear off." 
That's about what has happened to the 
people who bought New York City tax- 
exempt issues and are now finding out 
that some of them are getting their 
interest rates lowered and the repayment 
dates pushed off down the horizon into 
the future. 


It takes work to feel sorry for some of 


the people who are getting clipped this 
way. Too, terribly bad for Miss Cecily 
Van Der Gem, whose accountant put her 
last 50 inherited million dollars into tax- 
exempt municipals so she could escape 
her fair share of the burden. 


(Somebody with a big income would 


have to make a 25 per cent return on a 


"business" investment 10 equal his actual 
take-home income from many taexempt 
municipal bonds.) And too simply dread- 
ful for Reginald Sharkfang, the banker 
who cleaned up selling those securities to 
the smaller, gainfully employed suckers 
who bought the tax exempts. 


These people believed the boilerplate 


fine print that promised in engraved, 
scrolly words that, no matter what, even 
before the municipal ambulance drivers, 
they would get paid their principal and 
their interest. The bond holders would 
have first lien on city hall, the people who 
bought them were told, which is like 
foreclosing a mortgage on a church. Who 
in hell are you going to sell it to in order 
to get your money out? 


COSTLY SYSTEM 


Most of us don't have to worry about 


such problems. Municipal bonds are 
seldom sold in denominations of under 
$5,000, and who's got that kind of money? 
Nevertheless, the present system costs us 
plenty. It has been calculated that for 
every dollar local government saves in 
lower interest rates on its bonds because 
of their tax-exempt feature the Federal 
Government loses at least $1.32 in taxes 
it can't collect from the bond purchasers. 
(For more on this see Sanford Rose's 
article in the current "Fortune" maga- 
zine.) 


That's not the half of it. The system 


under which bonds are marketed gives 
any number of banks and bond under- 
writers, who play the part of the mid- 
dlemen, huge sums for perfroming a 
service we could all profit by doing 
without.

For people who are just too 
embittered by Washington to trust it to 
do anything right, almost the same set ol 
advantages can be gained another way.

Before New York disappear» completely 
from sight, the December crisis having 
been met, it is worth contemplating a few 
of the lessons it brought briefly to our 
attention.

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Congressmen Agree 
On Union Picketing 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


The three Congressmen rep- 


resenting sections of Ulster 
County did agree on one roll 
call vote the week ending Dec. 
17, legalizing on-the-job pick- 
eting by construction unions. 


Adopted 229 to 189, the 


measure would achieve or- 
ganized labor's 20-year goal of 
obtaining for construction un- 
ions the same jobsite picketing 
rights now allowed industrial 
unions. HR 5900 will also es- 
tablish a Construction In- 
dustry Collective Bargaining 
Committee,to facilitate pre- 
strike settlements, as re- 
quested by the administration. 


Supporters called the bill a 


landmark securing full em- 
ploye rights; opponents said it 
would 
discriminate against 


non-union construction work- 
ers and said it was "a power 
grab by union officials." 


Voting "yea" were Reps. 


Hamilton Fish Jr. (R-25), Ben- 
jamin 
Oilman (R-26), and 


Matthew McHugh (D-27). 


Fish and McHugh supported, 


killing a Senate-backed au- 
thorization of $6 billion federal 
loan guarantees for the energy 
industry to explore for shale oil 
and coal, while Oilman sup- 
ported the minority who sup- 
ported the guarantee. It was 
defeated 263-140, with sup- 
porters of the defeat saying it 
would extend free enterprise 
for profits for the big energy 
companies and socialize the 
losses, while loan advocates 
said they were necessary to 
inspire 
the 
confidence of 


private investors wary of new 
energy technology. 


Oilman and McHugh joined 


the "yeas" while Fish did not 
vote on a successful measure to. 
return a bill to a House-Senate 
conference committee for re- 
vision. HR 7656 would create 
the governmental framework 
for the Beef Research and In- 
formation Act board whereby 
cattlemen could promote their 
product. Some suggestions to 
ake the by-laws more demo- 


f 


cratic were made. Supporters 
of recommittal said the bill 
was slanted against consumers 
and small cattle farmers. An 
opponent of recommittal said 
cattlemen needed "self help" 
to offset the hard times of the 
cattle industry. 


The U.S. Senate spent much 


of the week of Dec. 11-17 on 
the hard subject of dollars, 
working on the income tax cuts 
and federal spending ceiling. 


The tax cut-budget shuffle 


ended last week (temporarily) 
with President Ford signing an 
extension of the 1975 tax cut in 
return for a Congressional 
promise to keep spending 
down. The president will un- 
veil his own economic plan, 
tying a $28 billion tax cut to 
equal 
spending cut, next 


month. 


Senators Jacob Javits (R) 


and James Buckley (C) sup- 
ported a relatively uncon- 
troversial railroad taxation bill 
HR 5559 to which the Senate 
attached the income tax cut 
extension of six months. The 
House then passed the bill and 
Ford vetoed, with Congress 
sustaining the veto. It passed 
in the Senate 73-19. 


At issue was whether the tax 


cut should be linked to a feder- 


al spending ceiling, as Ford 
wanted. The Senate rejected 
66 to 27 an amendment setting 
a federal spending ceiling of 
$395 billion for fiscal year 
1977, to begin Oct. 1, 1976. 


Buckley supported this ceil- 


ing and Javits did not. Sen. 
Buckley said the amendment 
would help break the vicious 
circle 
of 
inflation, higher 


wages, and higher taxes. Op- 
ponenta said it would under- 
mine Congress' budget proc- 
ess, whereby a 1977 budget 
spending ceiling will not be set 
until next May. 


The continuation of special 


government protection of the 
nuclear power industry as em- 
bodied in the Price-Anderson 
Act of 1957 will remain for 
awhile as the Senate rejected 
62-34 an amendment that 
would have 
increased 
the 


industry's damage 
liability 


past the current limit of $560 
million per accident. It would 
have allowed individuals to 
sue for damages in excess of 
that figure. 


Senators Buckley and Javits 


voted "yea" joining critics of 
Price-Anderson. Opponents of 
the change cited the supposed 
national drive for energy inde- 
pendence.

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The Volcano As a Source of Energy 


MT. ETNA . . . TOO DEEP TO HELP 


(UPI) 


CATANIA, Sicily (UPI) - Dr. Alfred Rittmann has devoted 


most of his 83 years to the study of volcanoes. He admits they 
are sometimes dangerous, always unpredictable and man 
probably never will master them. 


But, he said, by and large "volcanoes are the benefactors ol 


humanity," providing fertile soil, underground water supplies 
and even cheap energy. 


The Swiss-born Rittmann is one of fewer than a dozen 


scientists in the world versed in all the disciplines that make 
u p volcanology. 
. 
. 
. 


Scientists have known for decades that volcanic vapor is a 


cheap, safe and abundant source of energy, Rittmann said in 
an interview at the International Institute of Volcanology at the 
foot of Mount Etna. 


It also pollutes the environment far less than thermal or 


atomic energy production. 
,, „ „. 
-j ..v , 
"It is the cheapest energy in the world, Rittmann said. You 


start with careful geological and volcanological studies, then 
you make the borings to release the vapors and then you have 
to build an installation. 


"The installations are cheaper than reactors and cheaper 


than dams, much cheaper, and once^they are built they 
function and they don't cost anything." 


According to Rittman volcanic vapor was first used as an 


energy source in Italy 70 years ago. 


"We could have been exploiting it for at least 50 years, 


Rittmann said. "But oH was cheap until the energy crisis so 
we're just starting now." 


You don't need an active volcano to find volcanic vapor but 


most deposits tapped so far have been in areas where volcanoes 
were once active. 
. 


Dr Giorgio Marinelli, also of the volcanology institute, 


estimated in a recent research paper that volcanic vapors make 
up "a quantity of heat 2,000 times greater than that of all the 
reserves of combustible fossils." 


For countries like Italy and Japan, which are poor in oil 


deposits but rich in volcanic formations, volcanic vapor 
eventually could provide up to 30 per cent of energy needs, 
Rittmann said. 


In the United States, Project Plowshare could use the same 


principle in non-volcanic areas - using atomic explosions to 
carve out reservoirs deep inside the earth's hot rock crust and 
then pumping in water to be warmed into vapor. 


Marinelli wrote that Project Plowshare could produce 
the 


equivalent of the electrical energy used in France over 30 years 
and that at a very low price." Initial experiments in Colorado 
have been successful, he wrote, 


The United States already is working natural vapor deposits 


at The Geysers, 100 miles north of San Francisco. There are 
other geothermoelectric centers operating in Italy, New Zea- 
land, Japan, Mexico, the Soviet Union and Iceland, which first 
used thermal vapor to heat homes. 


Larderello in Tuscany, where Frenchman Francois Larderel 


produced the first electricity from vapor in 1904, today provides 
about a fifth of the energy used by the Italian railway system, 
Rittmann said. 


Ironically, Mount Etna, Europe's tallest (10,902 feet) and 


most active volcano, probably never will be tapped for energy 
because its chamber of molten rock is too deep. 


"I am skepticaKfor Etna," Rittmann said. "It may be that 


on Vesuvius it would be easier but here it would be very, very 
expensive because you would have to make very deep borings. 


But Rittmann considers the volcano beneficial because its 


lava enriches the soil and its inner construction provides water 
for what would otherwise be a largely arid island. 


Sicily is famous for its fruiUs and its wines, and farms on the 


slopes of Etna produce an unusual deep purple cauliflower with 
a delicate flavor. 


All this helps give Sicilians an enthusiastic regard tor the 


volcano, which they call "Mungibbeddu". dialect for beautitul 
mountain. 


Rittmann's institute, which is funded by UNEbCO and the 


Italian government, devotes most of its research to analyzing 
the composition of volcanoes and to trying to predict their 
eruptions — with some'success. 


The scientists usually can warn several days in advance that 


an eruption will take place but Rittmann is pessimistic about 
long-range prediction. 


"After a true eruption there is a period of quiet and then 


persistent activity begins," Rittmann explained. "If a fissure 
opens underground, then there is an eruption.' 


"All 
we can say is the volcano is charged but as tor the 


eruption we don't know when until a day or two before," he 
said. 
... 
"These are forces which I believe we never can master. \\e 


can eventually increase our security a little bit but that is all.'

role stereotyping in psy- 
chotherapeutic practice." 


The article recommended 


APA and other organizations 
hold workshops and redirect 
training to sensitize therapists 
and therapisU-in-training to 
possible sexism in psy- 
chotherapy.

The Swiss-born R ittm ann i* one of fewer than a d ozen 
scientist» in the world v ersed in all the d isciplines that make 
u p v olcanology 
Scientist» hav e known for d ecad es that v olcanic v apor is a 
cheap, safe and abu nd ant sou rce of energy . R ittm ann said in 
an interv iew at the International Institu te of Volcanology at the 
foot of M ou nt E tna 
It also pollu tes the env ironm ent far less than therm al or 
atom ic energy prod u ction. 
"It is the cheapest energy in the world ," R ittm ann said "You 
start with carefu l geological and v olcanological stu d ies, then 
y ou make the borings to release the v apors and then y ou hav e 
to hu ild an installation 
“The installations are cheaper than reactors and cheaper 
than d am s, m u ch cheaper, and once they are bu ilt they 
fu nction and they d on't coat any thing." 
Accord ing to Kit t man v olcanic v apor was first u sed as an 
energy sou rce in Italy 7 0 y ears ago, 
"VVe cou ld hav e been ex ploiting it for at least 5 0 y ears 
R ittm ann said . "B u t oil was cheap u ntil the energy crisis so 
we re ju st starting now " 
You d on't need an activ e v olcano to find v olcanic v apor bu t 
most d eposits tapped so far hav e been in areas where v olcanoes 
were once activ e. 
Dr. Giorgio M arinelli, also of the v olcanology institu te, 
estim ated in a recent research paper that v olcanic v apors make 
u p "a q u antity of heat 2,000 tim es greater than that of all the 
reserv es of com bu stible fossils " 
For cou ntries like Italy and Japan, which are poor in oil 
d eposits bu t rich in v olcanic form ations, v olcanic v apor 
ev entu ally cou ld prov id e u p to 30 per cent of energy need s. 
R ittm ann said . 
In the United S tates, Project Plowshare cou ld u se the sam e 
principle in non-v olcamc areas — u sing atom ic ex ploaions to 
carv e ou t reserv oirs d eep insid e the earth’s hot rock cru st and 
then pu m ping in w ater to be warmed into v apor. 
M arinelli wrote that Project Plowshare cou ld prod u ce "the 


eq u iv alent of the electrical energy u sed in France ov er 10 y ears 
and that at a v ery low price " Initial ex perim ents in Colorad o 
hav e been su ccessfu l, he wrote 
The U nited States alread y is working natu ral v apor d eposits 
at The Gey ser*.

THE SCALES OF POT 


'(UPI) 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 


manufacturing plant in Los 
Angeles is getting inquiries 
from California police agencies 
about a $2.49 pocket-sized 
scale. 


In underground publications 


other firms are increasing ad 
campaigns for competing lines 
of scales. 


In Sacramento, a man flirted 


with a get-rich-quick scheme 
of selling plans on how to build 
your own scale. 


The reason behind the boom 


in scale sales is a new state law 
that goes on the books Jan.l, 
sharply reducing penalties for 
possession of marijuana and 
giving a big legal break to 
persons caught with an ounce 
or less. 


Measuring this ounce will 


determine whether a violator 
is given a traffic ticket-style 
citation and fine up to $100 or, 
if the amount exceeds the lim- 
it, whether he is arrested and 
charged with a misdemeanor. 


It promises a whole new 


meaning for the phrase, "the 
scales of justice." 


After the bill was signed by 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
law enforcement and court of- 
ficials busied themselves with 
the details of enforcing the 
new statute. A UPI survey 
showed diversity in what au- 
thorities are planning. 


Los Angeles Police Chief Ed 


Davis, a vigorous critic of the 
legislation, wants the one- 
ounce issue to be settled on the 
spot. He will arm his officers 
with scales, apparently hand- 
held miniature models for each 
patrol car. 


In San Diego, the view is a 


little less strict. 


"Unless the guy's got a kilo, 


or it's obviously over an ounce, 
we don't 
think that guy 


belongs in jail," said Jack 
D o h e r t y 
o f 
p o l i c e 


department's legal staff. 
"When in doubt, write a 
ticket." 


But just to help, officers 


undergo a three-hour training 
class so they can judge what 
an ounce of pot looks like in its 
various forms. 


Marijuana 
cigarettes 
are 


classified into three types for 
the benefit of the training: The 
"slender matchstick" that 
comes 83 to the ounce, the 
"bomber" that makes 10 to the 
ounce, and the "intermediate 
size",which is the equivalent 


of a regular cigarette and com- 
es 55 to the ounce. 


San Francisco police figure 


an ounce is about a handful; 
Sacramento sheriffs deputies 
judge an ounce by how much 
fits in a plastic sandwich bag. 


Marijuana smokers, too, are 


planning for the new law and 
ways to keep under 
the 


oneounce limit that means the 
difference between a trip to 


jail or not. 


Authorities will confiscate 


all marijuana and, if a person 
is cited instead of arrested, 
many agencies are planning to 
weigh it later. If it is found to 
exceed an ounce, arrest war- 
rants co~uld then be sworn out. 


As a result, underground 


publications report advertise- 
ments for scales are increas- 
ing. Drug paraphernalia stores 
say vest-pocket scales are now 
among their biggest sellers. In 
Sacramento, some of these 
"head shops" say they are sold 
out. 


One of the largest suppliers 


of small scales is a Vernon 
engineering firm, which for 
years has been producing a 
model that is held in the fin- 
gers and is just right for meas- 
uring postage. With the new 
law and others similar to it in 
a handful of other states, the 
company says it is getting 
queries from a whole new mar- 
ket of police and others. 


But Gordon Brownell, west 


coast coordinator for the Na- 
tional Organization for the Re- 
form of Marijuana Laws, cau- 
tions against too much ex- 
uberance by California mari- 
juana users. 


He particularly discourages 


such things as public "smoke 
ins" to celebrate the new law 
by persons who mistakenly be- 
lieve it decriminalizes mari- 
juana use. 


Los Angeles City Attorney 


Bert Pines explained: 


"There should be no illad- 


vised thought that marijuana 
smoking is condoned or legal. 
Only the penalties are 
lessened."

Gypsies Strive to Change Image 


SPpKANE, Wash (UPI) - There are 250,000 


Gypsies in this country and very few of them 
know how to read or write. 


But one young Gypsy, considered a rebel of 


sorts by his elders, believes strongly its time for 
a change in Gypsy attitudes and their image to 
the rest of the world. 


J ames Marks II, 28, a fourth generation used- 


car salesman and self-proclaimed Senator in the 
Gypsy nation of 250 in this area, demanded and 
received funds from the City of Spokane to begin 
the first all-Gypsy Headstart program in the 
nation. 


About a dozen Gypsy children have been 


attending night classes two nights a week since 
October. 


Adults accompany the children to a converted 


World War II barracks to hammer out sounds 
and find the vowel that fits a picture. 


Men line one wall smoking as they find the 


word "Jane" and circle it as a function of 
learning the letter "J". Clusters of men, women 
and children chatter incessantly as the one 
teacher circulates the class passing out new 
sheets of kindergarten material. 


Marks, an admitted dreamer with an impish, 


ready smile, hopes the program will evolve 
beyond Headstart into a nationwide adult educa- 
tion program. 


"So many Gypsy children are wasted because 


their talents are much greater than their train- 
ing," he said. "Look at my family. All males are 
car salesmen. They don't know nothing else. 
They could be bankers, government officials, 
anything. But they sell cars because that's all 
they know. That's all I know." 


"We are trying to be understood more. We 


want people to know that we exist as people .... 
not as just a bunch of fantasy tales as stealing 
chickens and babies." 


"We don't understand the gadjo (non gypsy) 


ways and they don't understand ours," Marks 
said. "We American Gypsies are coming out of 
our shell slowly. We know we have to give up 
some of our ways in the new world." 


Marks doesn't like to talk about Peter Mass' 


bestselling book "King of the Gypsies" because 
it outlines notorious and illegal Gypsy tricks 
which involve bilking unwitting suspects out of 
their money. 


Mark doesn't pretend to defend these actions. 


But neither does he apologize. He prefers, in- 
stead, to explain how Gypsies came by their 
ways. 


"We are taught from early childhood that 


Gypsies have a right to steal from the gadjo. It 
is our belief that the Bible gives us this right. 


Although it can't be found in any Bible, the 


Gypsies believe that when Christ was crucified, 
a fourth nail which was intended for His heart 
was stolen by some sympathetic Gypsies. 


"In return for this favor, Jesus gave us the right 


to steal from the gadjo," Marks explained. "A 
gypsy views a con job the same way a gadjo looks 
at a saleslady selling a tie or a banker making 
a loan." 


"But we are learning that with an education, 


we can not only make it in the gadjo world, but 
we can do it without stealing. We can earn it the 
way the gadjo's earn from each other. 


But the pressures between the new generation 


of Gypsies and the old is greater than any gadjo 
or outside influence. 


It is here that the pressure is on Marks and 


other young parents to show their elders that 
making their children and heirs literate will 
enhance, not detract, from the Gypsy culture, 
which has survived for 2,000 years with only 
slight alterations. 


"The old people say it will never work," Marks 


said. "They are convinced it will fail because no 


Gypsy needs to read and write. We never have. 
But just one success will take care of (the 
skeptics. A Gypsy will respond to results. 


Marks has made himself an example for other 


Gypsies to follow. He has entered the feared 
gadjo world on several occasions and proven his 
point that gadjo's respond. 


In 1974 he organized a Gypsy cultural program 


during the World's Fair here which drew 
thousands of people. 


Inspired, Marks contacted the Smithsonian 


Institution earlier this year and asked them if 
they had Deluded the Gypsies in their Bicenten- 
nial display which opens in January. 


A skeptical official there said he had not and 


said he would look at Marks plans. 


Now enshrined in the Institution are two 


Gypsy tapestries, one of which was once the top 
to a covered wagon on which is hand-em- 
broidered all the signs of the zodiac. The wagon 
traveled from Witchita, Kan., to California 
during the '49 gold rush. 


Marks also has been stumping for money to 


educate his people. He has written letters to 
Pope Paul VI, the Shah of Iran, the past two 
presidents, half a dozen governors, police chiefs 
and anyone else he thinks might help the Gypsies 
help themselves. 


He carries the letters he received back around 


with him. He's most proud of the one he received 
from the office of the Pope, who held a special 
audience for European gypsies during the past 
Holy Year celebrations which ended Christmas 
Eve night. Most Gypsies are non-practicing 
Catholics. 


"The Holy Father told me the same thing he 


told a gypsy pilgramage last year — that we 
remind him of Christ when he was wandering in 
the desert."

THE SCALES OF POT 
(UPI) 


SA C RA M EN TO (U PI) - A 
manufacturing plant in Loa 
Angeles is getting inquiries 
from California police agencies 
about 
a $2.49 pocket-sized 
scale. 
In underground publications 
other firms are increasing ad 
campaigns for competing lines 
of scales. 
In Sacramento, a man flirted 
with a get-rich-quick scheme 
of selling plans on how to build 
your own scale. 
The reason behind the boom 
in scale sales is a new state law 
that goes on the books Jan.l, 
sharply reducing penalties for 
possession of marijuana and 
giving a big legal break to 
persons caught with an ounce 
or less. 
Measuring this ounce will 
determine whether a violator 
is given a traffic ticket-style 
citation and fine up to $100 or, 
if the amount exceeds the lim­ 
it, whether he is arrested and 
charged with a misdemeanor. 
It promises a whole new 
meaning for the phrase, ‘‘the 
scales of justice.” 
After the bill was signed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown .Jr., 
law enforcement and court of­ 
ficials busied themselves with 
the details of enforcing the 
new statute. A U PI survey 
showed diversity in what au­ 
thorities are planning. 
Los Angeles Police Chief Ed 
Davis, a vigorous critic of the 
legislation, 
wants the one- 
ounce issue to be settled on the 
spot. He will arm his officers 
with scales, apparently hand­ 
held miniature models for each 
patrol car. 
In San Diego, the view is a 
little less strict. 
“ Unless the guy's got a kilo, 
or it’s obviously over an ounce, 
we 
don’t 
think 
that 
guy 
belongs in jail,” said Jack 
D o h e r t y of 
p o l i c e 
d epartm ent's legal staff. 
“ When 
in 
doubt, 
write 
a 
ticket.” 
But just to help, officers 
undergo a three hour training 
class so they can judge what 
an ounce of pot looks like in its 
various forms. 
Marijuana 
cigarettes 
are 
classified into three types for 
the benefit of the training: The 
“ slender m atchstick’’ that 
comes 83 to the ounce, the 
“ bomber" that makes 10 to the 
ounce, and the "intermediate 
size" , which is the equivalent 


of a regular cigarette and com­ 
es 55 to the ounce. 
San Francisco police figure 
an ounce is about a handful; 
Sacramento sheriffs deputies 
judge an ounce by how much 
fits in a plastic sandwich bag. 
Marijuana smokers, too, are 
planning for the new law and 
ways 
to 
keep 
under 
the 
oneounce limit that means the 
difference between a trip to 


jail or not. 
Authorities will confiscate 
all marijuana and, if a person 
is cited instead of arrested, 
many agencies are planning to 
weigh it later. If it is found to 
exceed an ounce, arrest war 
rants could then be sworn out. 
As a result, underground 
publications report advertise 
ments for scales are increas 
ing. Drug paraphernalia stores 
say vest-pocket scales are now 
among their biggest sellers. In 
Sacramento, some of these 
“ head shops" say they are sold 
out. 
One of the largest suppliers 
of small scales is a Vernon 
engineering firm, which for 
years has been producing a 
model that is held in the fin­ 
gers and is just right for meas 
uring postage. With the new 
law and others similar to it in 
a handful of other states, the 
company says it is getting 
queries from a whole new mar­ 
ket of police and others. 
But Gordon Brownell, west 
coast coordinator for the Na­ 
tional Organization for the Re 
form of Marijuana Laws, cau­ 
tions against too much ex­ 
uberance by California mari 
juana users. 
He particularly discourages 
such things as public “ smoke 
ins" to celebrate the new law 
by persons who mistakenly be­ 
lieve it decriminalizes mari­ 
juana use. 
Ix* Angeles City Attorney 
Bert Pines explained: 
“ There should be no illad 
vised thought that marijuana 
smoking is condoned or legal. 
O n ly the p en a lties are 
lessened.”

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Gypsies Strive to Change Image 


SPO KA N E, Wash (U PI) - There are 250,000 
Gypsies in this country and very few of them 
know how to read or write. 
But one young Gypsy, considered a rebel of 
sorts by his elders, believes strongly its time for 
a change in Gypsy attitudes and their image to 
the rest of the world. 
J ames Marks II, 28, a fourth generation used- 
car salesman and self-proclaimed Senator in the 
Gypsy nation of 250 in this area, demanded and 
received funds from the City of Spokane to begin 
the first all-Gypsv Headstart program in the 
nation. 
About a dozen Gypsy children have been 
attending night classes two nights a week since 
October. 
Adults accompany the children to a converted 
W'orld War II barracks to hammer out sounds 
and find the vowel that fits a picture. 
Men line one wall smoking as they find the 
word “ Jane” and circle it as a function of 
learning the letter “ J ” . Clusters of men, women 
and children chatter incessantly as the one 
teacher circulates the class passing out new 
sheets of kindergarten material. 
Marks, an admitted dreamer with an impish, 
ready smile, hopes the program will evolve 
beyond Headstart into a nationwide adult educa­ 
tion program. 
“ So many Gypsy children are wasted because 
their talents are much greater than their train­ 
ing," he said. “ Look at my family. All males are 
car salesmen. They don’t know nothing else. 
They could be bankers, government officials, 
anything. But they sell cars because that’s all 
they know. That’s all I know.” 
"We are trying to be understood more. We 
want people to know that we exist as people .... 
not as just a bunch of fantasy tales as stealing 
chickens and babies.’’ 
"We don’t understand the gadjo (non gypsy) 


ways and they don’t understand ours,” Marks 
said. “ We American Gypsies are coming out of 
our shell slowly. We know we have to give up 
some of our ways in the new world.” 
Marks doesn't like to talk about Peter Mass’ 
bestselling book "King of the Gypsies” because 
it outlines notorious and illegal Gypsy tricks 
which involve bilking unwitting suspects out of 
their money. 
Mark doesn’t pretend to defend these actions. 
But neither does he apologize. He prefers, in­ 
stead, to explain how Gypsies came by their 
ways, 
"W e are taught from early childhood that 
Gypsies have a right to steal from the gadjo. It 
is our belief that the Bible gives us this right. 
Although it can’t be found in any Bible, the 
Gypsies believe that when Christ was crucified, 
a fourth nail which was intended for His heart 
was stolen by some sympathetic Gypsies. 
“ In return for this favor, Jesus gave us the right 
to steal from the gadjo," Marks explained. "A 
gypsy views a con job the same way a gadjo looks 
at a saleslady selling a tie or a banker making 
a loan.” 
"But we are learning that with an education, 
we can not only make it in the gadjo world, but 
we can do it without stealing. We can earn it the 
way the gadjo's earn from each other. 
But the pressures between the new generation 
of Gypsies and the old is greater than any gadjo 
or outside influence. 
It is here that the pressure is on Marks and 
other young parents to show their elders that 
making their children and heirs literate will 
enhance, not detract, from the Gypsy culture, 
which has survived for 2,000 years with only 
slight alterations. 
"The old people say it will never work,” Marks 
said. "Thev are convinced it will fail because no 


Gypsy needs to read and write We never have. 
But just one success will take care of the 
skeptics. A Gypsy will respond to results. 
Marks has made himself an example for other 
Gypsies to follow. He has entered the feared 
gadjo world on several occasions and proven his 
point that gadjo's respond. 
In 1974 he organized a Gypsy culture, program 
during the World’s Fair here which drew 
thousands of people. 
Inspired, Marks contacted the Smithsonian 
Institution earlier this year and asked them if 
they had included the Gypsies in their Bicenten­ 
nial display which opens in January. 
A skeptical official there said he had not and 
said he would look at Marks plans. 
Now enshrined in the Institution are two 
Gypsy tapestries, one of which was once the top 
to a covered wagon on which is hand-em­ 
broidered all the signs of the zodiac. The wagon 
traveled from Witchita. Kan., to California 
during the ‘49 gold rush. 


Marks also has been stumping for money to 
educate his people. He has written letters to 
Pope Paul VI, the Shah of Iran, the past two 
presidents, half a dozen governors, police chiefs 
and anyone else he thinks might help the Gypsies 
help themselves. 


He carries the letters he received back around 
with him. He’s most proud of the one he received 
from the office of the Pope, who held a special 
audience for European gypsies during the past 
Holy Year celebrations which ended Christmas 
Eve night. Most Gypsies are non-practicing 
Catholics. 
“ The Holy Father told me the same thing he 
told a gypsy pilgramage last year — that we 
remind him of Christ when he was wandering in 
the desert."

Soviet Workers' Last Gasp 


MOSCOW (UP1) — It's that time of year again when nearly 


every Soviet is expected to work a little harder in the rush to 
beat the plan, 


Russians call it "avral" — the end of the year emergency — 


and it is an annual occasion for evoking sublime dread in the 
heart of the average working man. 


Take, for example, the sheep shearers of Osh. 
The plan, a government work quota really, called for the 


shearers in that Siberian town to shave so many sheep in a 
given year. 


But the pace of life in Osh was falling a little behind, 


according to the Communist party daily Pravda, so much so 
that officials feared they would miss the plan. 


To top it off, 15 shearers announced their intention to marry 


in the crucial days before the plan's deadline — a prospect that 
evidently filled the minds of nervous officials with gloom. 


The authorities of Osh then hatched a brilliant, if legally 


dubious, plan of their own. 


They told the 15 prospective bridegrooms that the weddings 


were off until the plan was fulfilled. 


The workers came through two days early and the elated 


officials celebrated by holding a mass wedding in the sheep 
shearing pens. 


Sometimes the workers are a little too crafty. 
In Kiev, capital of the industrial Ukraine, workers were in 


a bind to get a building up in the alloted time. 


The newspaper Rabochaya Gazeta said the construction 


crews fiddled with the architect's plans to cut down the work 
and then produced a building in record time. 


When the workers eagerly swung the roof into place, the 


structure neatly collapsed in a heap. They had left out that 


part that sa\s "allow the concrete to dry." 


There is universal trade union membership in the Soviet 


Union, but the workers don't have the right to strike. That often 
means that factory or collective leaders who get nervous about 
approaching deadlines might resort to shady if not illegal 
means to get the work done. 


One construction chief in Kazakhstan answered the plan 


problem by simply banning days off. 


And he got away with it — he managed to ban 35 weekends 


— until he was exposed by an irate, and no doubt exhausted 
worker, in a local newspaper. 


Such stories are legion in December, when the normal woes 


of the weekly and monthly plans are augmented by the end 
of the annual plan. This year throw in the grand finale of the 
five-year plan, toof 


It is axiomatic in this socialized economy that more work gets 


done as the plan nears an end, mainly because, as newspapers 
point out, people just don't plan for the plan. 


But there is a sunny side to the "a\ral" too. 
With all this work being done at a feverish pace, the end of 


the year brings n flood of goods into stores. 


The shops have plans to fulfil too, so most stores are anxious 


to sell their goods in short order. 


These goods are known as "deficit items" because they are 


available only at the end of the year. 


But for the shopper it is definitely "buyer beware" — as most 


wary consumers soon discover. 


Like that building crew in Kiev, workers often nit a few too 


manv corners to make it through the end of the year emergency.

are economical. For social oc- 
casions, the full dinner restau- 
rant will remain. 


"They will be even more 


luxurious," he said. "The 
trend I see is toward the mil- 
lion dollar restaurant, and 
there will be a lot of them 
around. They will be places of 
entertainment as well as din- 
ing." 


"The basic patterns of taste 


do not change rapidly," he 
said. "People eat pretty much 
what they grow up with, but as 
we move up the economic lad- 
der, travel more and become 
more sophisticated, we try ad- 
ditional foods."

Change of Pace in Space 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 


(UPI) 
— For the first year in 


a decade and a half, America's 
manned spaceflight program 
will be grounded in 1976. 


There will be plenty of 


behind-the-scenes work pre- 
paring for the return of U.S. 
astronauts to space in 1979. 
But meanwhile, the stage for 
the space agency's next cosmic 
spectacular will shift to a dus- 
ty lowland on the planet Mars 
known as Chryse. 


It is there on July 4,1976, if 


all goes as planned, that the 
first of two Viking robot space- 
craft is to land in man's initial 
search for life on another 
planet. 


The second Viking is sched- 


uled to land closer to Mars' 
north polar ice cap on Sept. 9. 


The 
two nuclear-powered 


Vikings are programmed to 
claw, photograph and analyze 
the Martian surface and study 
its environment until next 
Thanksgiving, when a rare 
alignment of the sun, Earth 
and Mars will black out com- 
municationb with the robots 
for a month. 


There are 20 satellite 


launchings on NASA's 1976 
schedule, but for the first time 
since Alan Shepard ventured 
into space in 1961, none of the 
year's shots will be related to 
the manned spaceflight pro- 
gram. 


Most of the upcoming 


launchings will be com- 
munications satellites for 
which NASA's costs will be 
reimbursed. 


There have been two other 


years since 1961 in which no 
Americans have flown in space 
— 1964 and 1967 — but even 
then there were unmanned 
test flights of spaceships and 
rockets designed to carry men. 


Americans last flew in space 


in July when Thomas Stafford,

marked the end of an era for 
the U. S. space program. The

The former Navy pilot 
hopes to open the shuttle strip 
officially next year by landing 
the first airplane on it. 


The first of the shuttles is 


now taking shape at the

Downey, Calif., and is to be 
completed next September. It 
will be ferried piggyback-style 
on a Boeing 747 jet 
to 


Palmdale, Calif., in March, 
1977, for atmospheric flight 
tests at Edwards -Air Force 
Base in the Mojave Desert. 


The shuttle will make its 


first free flight in June, 1978, 
when it is dropped from its 747 
to glide to a desert landing. 


The current schedule calls 


for the first manned shuttle 
launch into orbit from this 
Florida spaceport in March, 
1979. Two more space flights 
are scheduled for 1979. 


Unlike 
the 
Apollos 
and 


earlier spaceships, the shuttle 
will be used time and again, 
with only minor refurbishing 
after each flight. Not only will 
it carry men to and from 
space, but the shuttle will 
carry satellites up in a boxcar- 
sized cargo bay and bring 
them back when necessary for 
repairs or updating. 


means for the hospitality in- 
dustry.

"Also beef is getting more 


expensive, and people will 
tend to shift away from beef. 
We use to change to fish, but 
that's even more expensive 
now. 


"Mexican food is becoming 


very big. We've always had 
Mexican restaurants here, but 
they are spreading across the 
country. Mexican food has lit- 
tle meat, a lot of spices and 
vegetables, and it costs about 
half the usual dinner." 


Lundberg said cheaper plant 


foods will be more widely used 
than animal foods, and the 
difference in protein and es- 
sential animo acids may be 
made up with such things as 
soy beans.

The Bizarre Story of 'Jennifer' 
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WASHINGTON (UP1) - A 


point in the Pacific about 750 
miles northeast of Hawaii pro- 
bably 
will 
mark the per- 


manent tomb of a Soviet prize 
once eagerly sought by the 
CIA, with results that are not 
completely known even today. 


Three-fourths of the shat- 


tered Soviet nuclear missile 
submarine and most of its 86- 
man crew still lie nearly three 
miles down at the bottom of 
the Pacific. 


The CIA apparently 
has 


abandoned any further plans 
to raise it. 


The Russians, who never ac- 


knowledged its loss or the 
partial recovery last year by 
Americans, have shown no in- 
tention of going after it, even 
if they had 
the 
technical 


means to make the attempt. 


It was nearly seven years 


after the submarine exploded 
and sank that the bizarre story 
of Project Jennifer first broke 
into print last March, releas- 
ing a small group of reporters 
from 
an embargo 
imposed 


when CIA Director William E. 
Colby 
and 
other 
officials 


briefed them privately and in- 
dividually. 


The reporters, who had been 


asked to withhold publication 
in the name of national secur- 
ity, were told the CIA wanted 
to return for the rest of the 
submarine before the Russians 
learned about it. 


With the embargo broken, 


the CIA secrecy blackout re- 
sumed. Hut some information, 
often conflicting and sketchy, 
has emerged since. 


The explosion came in June, 


1968, while the 2.600-ton, 
dieselpowered submarine, only 
its conning tower awash, was 
recharging its batteries just 
below 
the 
surface 
of the 


Pacific. 


A spark is believed to have 


ignited gases and ripped open 
the sausage-shaped hull, send- 
ing the 3'20-feet long sub- 
marine and its crew plummet- 
ing to the bottom. 


But not unnoticed. 
Special receivers at U.S. 


Navy fleet headquarters in 
Hawaii picked up signals from 
a 
S O N U S 
h y d r o p h o n e 


monitor, one of a network 
planted over much of the At- 
lantic and Pacific sea lanes to 
detect submarine and ship 
movements. 


Long before the explosion, 


SONUS receivers so sensitive 
they can eavesdrop on the 
mating of whales had heard 
the churning of the sub's pro- 
pellers and automatically sig- 
naled Hawaii, which was able 
to take a "fix" on the craft's 
position. 


By the time of the blast and 


ensuing silence, 
the 
Navy 


knew a Russian sub had

Meanwhile, 
search

w e r e d i s p a t c h e d f r o m 
Vladivostok, believed to have 
been the illfated craft's home 
port in the Soviet Far East. 


SONUS and U.S. spy satel- 


lites traced their movements 
to an area from where 
"Jennifer's" last messiages had 
been heard. 


The Russians finally gave up 


in late 1968 and departed the 
scene. There is no indication 
they ever located th/; wreckage 
precisely or. 
if they did, 


whether they decided it was 
far too deep for them — or 
anyone else — to reach. 


But the CIA's scientific and 


technology division already 
had begun work on plans to go 
after the sub, its missiles, tor- 
pedoes, coding machines, 
logbooks and anything else 
salvageable. 


It was a formidable task. 
Mitzar, a U.S. Navy deep 


sea reconnaissance ship using 
magnetic probes, found Jen- 
nifer 16,500 feet at the bottom. 
Nothing remotely near the size 
of a submarine had ever been 
recovered from this depth. 


Mitzar previously had lo- 


cated the U.S. nuclear sub- 
marines Thresher and Scor- 
pion at lesser depths in the 
Atlantic, where their hulks re- 
main today with no plans to 
raise them. 


"This was a whole new ball 


game." a CIA official said later 
of Operation Jennifer. The in- 
telligence agency's goal: to re- 
cover and study the first com- 
plete Soviet submarine in cap- 
tivity. 


"We had 
to start from 


scratch and build a system 
that could lift the boat and at 
the same time keep it hidden 
from Russian eyes," the of- 
ficial said. 


With security the key, the 


CIA turned to the organization 
of billionaire Howard Hughes, 
whose name is synonymous 
with high secrecy and techno- 
logical challenge. 


"Mr. Hughes' name came 


up," a top CIA official told 
L'PI. "We made a flat con- 
tract. They built the ship with 
our gadgets. Our frank esti- 
mate is that he didn't make 
any money. It was no ripoff." 


The Glomar Explorer WHS 


quite an unusual ship, M.OOO 
tons. 618 feet long and rigged 
with machinery resembling oil 
well derricks towering above 
its decks. 


Built at a shipyard near 


Philadelphia, 
Pa., 
it was 


l a u n c h e d Nov. 4. 197'2. 
Because of its bulky, 115-foot 
beam, it had to forsake the 
Panama Canal and go around 
South America to reach its 
home port at Long Beach, 
Calif. 


By the time it was equipped 


and crewed and. said to have 
accomplished part of its mis- 
sion two years later, (ilomar 
Explorer and itS 
1 accompany- 


ing submergible barge are esti- 
mated to have cost the CiA — 
and the taxpayer -- some $4(X) 
million. 


The barge, d e s i g n a t e d 


HMB-1 and now moored at 
Redwood, Calif., looks like a 
floating dirigible hangar. It 
was designed to be lowed be- 
hind the Explorer and, while 
submerged under the salvage 
ship, to recover Jennifer in one- 
piece by winches from the 
mother ship. 


The 
cocooned 
submarine 


could then be inspected out ot 
sight or towed to some remote 
P a c i f i c island for more- 
elaborate tests. 


To disguise all this activity, 


word 
was 
circulated 
that 


Hughes was involved in a 
plausible enterprise, under- 
water exploration tor precious 
minerals 
and 
even 
sunken 


treasure.

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Bleak Months for Britain 


"LONDON (UPI)-Britain, 
plagued by high inflation, un- 
employment, strikes and the 
worst recession in 40 years, 
faces some "bleak months" in 
1976, according to Prime Min- 
ister Harold Wilson. 


"Some very difficult, indeed 


bleak months lie ahead, when 
real living standards will fall," 
Wilson said in a recent speech 
to ^British bankers and busi- 
nessmen. 


But the Wilson government 


is confident the 
country's 


longterm economic outlook is 
good — even rosy. 


It,is building most — if not 


all'— its hopes on the bonanza 
it, ^expects to reap when the 
country's offshore oilfields in 
tne North Sea really start pro- 
ducing in the 1980s. 


"Our economic strength, our 


balance of payments will un- 
doubtedly be fortified, revolu- 
tionized," Wilson predicted, 
"•when the flow of North Sea 
o&into the refineries becomes 
a^torrent. By J980 we expect to 
be producing as much oil as we 
shall be consuming in that 
year." 


Government experts calcu- 


late that should mean $6.3 
billion more a year in the 
national kitty. 


It will put Britain's interna- 


tional accounts in the black 
again after years in the red, 
they say, and enable her to 
start getting out of hock and 
paying back huge sums bor- 
rowed abroad to tide her over 
until the oil jackpot pays off. 
•-Meantime Britain is likely to 
remain 
the 
poor 
man of 


Western Europe. 
-During 1975 wage-price in- 
flation topped 30 per cent — 
more than double the rate in 
the United States and most 
other industrialized countries. 


Last July, in a desperate bid 


to head off runaway inflation 
comparable to that in 
Germany after World War I 
and collapse of the ailing 
pound, the government im- 
posed a $12.60 a week ceiling 
on all pay hikes until next 
summer. 


The big labor unions pro- 


tested. But most finally ac- 
cepted the limit. 


The government claims in- 


flation already has been cut 
back to 25 per cent. 


"It should drop steadily 


throughout 1976 to under 10 
per cent by the end of the 
year," says Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Denis Healey. 


Amid inflation the jobless 


total continues to soar to the 
highest levels since 1945.

— When the European Com- 
mon Market was born, its 
founding 
fathers 
hoped

the Common Market is an 
economic colossus but a politi- 
cal pigmy. 


Work has just begun on Eu- 


ropean political unity and the 
dream of a U.S. of E. is all but 
abandoned. 


From the political point of 


view, a summit meeting of 
leaders of the nine Common 
Mrket nations, held in Rome 
in' December, was the most 
important event in the bloc's 
history, because: 


— Seven of the nine nations 


agreed to vote on a single day 
in 1978 to elect members of the 
European Parliament. Britain 
and Denmark are expected to 
agree later to join the election. 
European Parliament mem- 
bers are appointed now by 
their national parliaments and 
the body is an ineffective talk 
shop. Its backers hope the uni- 
versal suffrage will give it true 
political clout and the thing 
any political union needs — a 
potent legislature. 


- The leaders talked Brit- 


ain out of demanding a sepa- 
rate seat, because of its North 
Sea oil, at the North-South 
Dialogue on energy. The Com- 
mon Market's hope of ever 
forging a single foreign policy 
lies in its nations framing a 
single strategy for big interna- 
tional meetings and allowing a 
single Common Market dele- 
gation to represent them. 


— The leaders agreed to 


adopt look-alike passports for 
their nations and to work 
toward a single European 
oassport 
and 
abolition of 


border checks between their 
nations. The look-alike 
passports, admittedly symbol- 
ic, could give Europeans, still 
nationalistic in outlook, a feel- 
ing of continental togeth- 
erness. 


In the past, France and its

Common Market any political 
trappings, like embassies 
abroad.

was one of the passengers to survive the May 6, 
1936, crash which left the pride of pre-war 
Germany in ashes on the grassy landing field of 
this naval air station. 


"I was lucky to be standing by a window when 


the I heard the explosion," said Spah, who is 
helping promote the new film, "Hindenburg," 
was released Christmas day.

"We were about to land," he now recalls. "I 


felt cooped up. Then, the first explosion came 


and 1 saw everything light up. Suddenly, people 
were screaming." 


Spah was standing by a window taking pic- 


tures with a camera. He broke the glass, climbed 
outside and clung — with his right arm — to the 
windowframe. 


"People around me were falling and scream- 


ing." he said. "Anyone who did not have a grip, 
on something slid right into the fire. But, my 
right arm was espescially strong because I am an 
acrobat." 


After he climbed outside the window, he 


grabbed a rope which dangled from 
the 


hydrogen-filled aircraft and held on as two other 
passengers fell to their death in front of him. 


"I climbed down the rope but it was 40 feet too 


short," Spah said. "It seemed like hours. It was 
as though I was suspended in air and the earth 
was coming up to me. 


Pictures of the crash show Spah falling almost 


gracefully with his feet under him. What seemed 
like hours to Spah was only 36 seconds from the 
time the ship exploded until he was on the 
ground. 


"I was able to keep my feet under me. I had 


a sense of balance. It was in my subconscious. 
That is how the acrobatic training came in," he 


said. But he says he does not remember the 40- 


foot drop.

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Mate Backing 
Elects Women 
In Germany 


BONN (UPI) - Hedwig Meerman, a woman who has been 


canvassing voters for the Social Democratic Party of West 
Germany for 30 years, sums up the woes of lady politicians 
with a single example. 


"Too often, I would ring a doorbell, and a woman would 


answer only to ask me to wait just a moment until she could 
call her husband," Mrs. Meerman told a meeting called in 
the West German capital to study the results of Interna- 
tional Women's Year." 


Annemarie Renger, a fellow Social Democrat, had a 


similar tale of woe. Mrs. Renger's position as president of 
the lower house of Parliament makes her number two in the 
federal republic's official ranking list, right behind the 
president himself. 


Women candidates for political office do well, Mrs. Renger 


said. She herself ran far ahead of her own party in the last 
election. But women achieve success with the support of 
men rather than women at the polls. 


Conference delegates said too many women still prefer to 


let their men do the political thinking and accept political 
reponsibility for them. 


They also said that even men who vote for women they 


consider qualified generally want their own wives to stay 
home. 


"Husbands are a real impediment to getting into politics. 


They just don't want their wives getting involved," was a 
typical answer in an opinion poll of 16,000 West German 
women. 


A majority of the 16,000 think the ideal marriage is one 


in which both partners work at paid jobs, share household 
chores and care of children, if any. Few approved of the idea 
that the male stay home while his wife earns for both. 


Two-thirdp of the women polled said they considered 


working women subject to discrimination in their jobs. 


In an attempt to meet women's demands for more 


consideration, the government of the state of North 
RheinWestphalia, in which Bonn is located, appointed 
Barbara von Sell state commissioner for women's affairs. 


Even while the delegates in Bonn debated, political circles 


in the state capital of Duesseldorf said the government was 
dismissing Mrs. von Sell and eliminating the office itself, 
on grounds that "she works only for the wastepaper basket." 


A Social Democratic member of the male-dominated

American-made products 
ranging from bicentennial 
license plates to a tri-corner 
hat. 


"Congress recognizes the de- 


sire of Americans to buy bicen- 
tennial souvenirs," said John 
W. Warner, ARBA adminis- 
trator. "Today's souvenir is 
tomorrow's heirloom." 


Five to 10 per cent of the 


royalties on official bicenten- 
nial merchandise, which car- 
ries the ARBA logo, will be 
funneled to the states and ter- 
ritories to help fund bicenten- 
nial community projects. At 
the end of the first half of this 
year, ARBA-licensed products 
had brought in an estimated 
$6 million for the agency. 


"The bicentennial is in the 


public domain and can be 
used by anyone," said Warner. 
ARBA, however, jealously 
guards the government's do- 
main and frowns on the U.S. 
Bicentennial Society, which 
came in on the ground floor in 
1971 when Alistair Cook and 
other historians decided to set 
standards of taste for bicen- 
tennial products. 


"The U.S. Bicentennial So- 


ciety is selling things in Virgin- 
ia, but there's no way we can 
stop it," said the ARBA ad- 
ministrator. 


On the other hand, Bob 


Kline of the society, which has 
licensed roughly 20 foreign and 
domestic products ranging in 
price from $15 to $5,000, said 
"we saw cheap bicentennial 
items being sold in tourist 
stores four years ago and felt 
there was a need for an or- 


ganization 
to 
insure com- 


memoratives of quality. 


"Unfortunately, there are 


not enough worthwhile bicen- 
tennial products to offset the 
cheap and tawdry things, 
which are creating a negative 
reaction to the bicentennial," 
said Kline, whose group has 
turned down roughly 2,000 re- 
quests for its license. 


With companies vying for 


bicentennial licenses — of- 
ficial or otherwise — a logo war 
has erupted on the American 
front. 


"Our 
logo has been 


bootlegged," said the ARBA 
administrator. The ARBA 
logo, marking "officially recog- 
nized commemoratives," is de- 
rived from the American flag. 
The U.S. Bicentennial Society 
is using a double-eagle symbol 
as its hallmark of quality. And 
Speciality Advertising As- 
sociation in Chicago is offering 
a stars-and-stripes logo to its 
1,600 member firms "for the 
asking." 


The commercial scramble 


for a piece of the bicentennial 
action prompted the People's 
Bicentennial Commission in 
Washington to dub the 
nation's anniversary the 
"Buycentennial." 


But, noted PBC Co-director 


Ted Howard, even this was 
turned to advantage by one 
auto dealer in southern Cali- 
fornia who, he said, has a 
salesman dressed like Uncle 


Sam urging customers to join 
the "Buycentennial!" 


"Crass commercialization is 


one thing," said 
Howard, 


pointing to a "much more sub- 
versive commercial campaign 
... big business using the 
bicentennial to sell itself as 
part of the great American 
experiment." The PBC is con- 
ducting a bicentennial cam- 
paign for reforms in the busi- 
ness sector. 


In November, ARBA an- 


nounced the National Bicen- 
tennial Business Alliance for 
companies interested in fund- 
ing multi-state projects as a 
public service and in addition 
to normal business operations. 
"Our founding fathers fought 
just as hard for freedom of 
enterprise as they did for free- 
dom of speech," said Warner. 
"I see no evidence big business 
is selling the American 
Dream," he said in rebuttal to 
Howard. 


A spokesman for Bulova 


Watch Co., which produced a 
"Bicentennial Salute" film on 
ARBA — now running in New 
York's Times Square to usher 


in 1976 — said "the bicenten- 
nial looked like a salesman's 
dream, but we felt it wouldn't 
sell anything." 


One public service project 


approved by ARBA has come 
under fire from several fronts, 
including 
Richard 
Aurelio, 


president of D a n i e l J. 
Edelman, a New York public 
relations firm. "The National 
Football League's essay con- 
test asking youngsters to eval- 
uate the NFL's role in Ameri-

“Too often, 1 wou ld ring a doorbell, and a woman wou ld 
answer only to ask me to wait ju st a mom ent u ntil she cou ld 
call her hu sband, 
Mrs. M eerman told a meeting called in 
the W est G erm an capital to stu dy the resu lts of Interna­ 
tional W om en’s Y ear.” 
A nnem ane Renger, a fellow Social D em ocrat, had a 
sim ilar tale of woe Mrs. Renger’s position as president of 
the lower hou se of Parliam ent makes her nu m ber two in the 
federal repu blic’s official ranking list, right behind the 
president himself. 
W omen candidates for political office do well, Mrs Renger 
said. She herself ran far ahead of her own party in the last 
election. Bu t women achiev e su ccess with the su pport of 
men rather than women at the polls. 
Conference delegates said too many women still prefer to 
let their men do the political thinking and accept political 
reponsibility for them .

They ju st don't w ant their wiv es getting inv olv ed,” was a 
ty pical answer in an opinion poll of 16 ,000 W est German 
women. 
A m ajority of the 16 ,000 think the ideal marriage is one 
in which both partners work at paid jobs, share hou sehold 
chores and care of children, if any . Few approv ed of the idea 
tha t the m ale stay home while his wife earns for both. 
T w o-thirds of the women polled said they considered 
working women su bject to discrim ination in their jobs. 
In an attem pt to meet women’s dem ands for more 
consideration, the gov ernm ent of the state of North 
R heinW estphalia, in which Bonn is located, appointed 
B arbara v on Sell state commissioner for women's affairs. 
Ev en while the delegates in Bonn debated, political circles 
in the state capital of Du esseldorf said the gov ernment was 
dism issing M rs. v on Sell and elim inating the office itself, 
on grou nds tha t “she works only for the w astepaper basket.” 
A Social D em ocratic m em ber of the m ale-dom inated 
gov ernm ent, qu oted anony mou sly in a Du esseldorf news­ 
paper, said m inisters were considering this drastic action

The Scoop 


on Sewing Machines 


Harry Kublin offers these tips about the care and selection of 


sewing machines Since he worked his way through graduate 
school as a sewing machine repairman, he knows quite a lot on 
the subject. So listen up1 


"Ninety per cent of service calls are the result of accumulat- 


ed lint, excess oil. or loss of tension which affects the stitch 
and even so, service on the average machine is requested only 
once in seven years or thereabouts. Therefore, an owner who 
knows how to correct these problems can almost eliminate ex- 
penditures for repairs during his or her lifetime. 


"The following steps will do much to keep your machine run- 


ning smoothly: (a) Vacuum or blow out the lint that gathers 
around the head, (b) Since motsture causes rust, the machine 
should be coated lightly with oil and stored in a dry place when 
not in use. Clean and oil the mechanism once in six months dur- 
ing normal use. (c) Adjust tensions only if the stitches aren't 
forming properly. First tighten or loosen the setting for the bot- 
tom thread, so that there's a slight drag on the strand when you 
pull it. The correct stitch can then be produced by adjustment of 
the upper tension control, which is easy to get at 


In many cases, components of the newer machines are 


interchangeable with those of the older ones Be wary of any 
dealer who tries to sell you a new model on the grounds that 
parts for Old Faithful aren't available . 
and remember that 


you can frequently save money by buying replacements from in- 
dependent operations rather than name brand firms 


"Straight-stitch sewing machines far exceed zigzags in value 


and service life The former are made of cast-iron parts with 
heavy bronze bushings, and are practically unbreakable 
. Zig- 


zag stitches are used mainly for decorative purposes anyhow. 
and if such effects are desired, excellent attachments which ena 
ble straight-stitch machines to do zigzag, buttonholes, gathering, 
ruffling, etc , are available at nominal cost "

Trotting the Gospel Up and Down Main Street 
'A Reciprocal Sabbatical'

One of the commonplaces of American religious life is the 


notion that what goes on in the seminaries is radically 
unrelated to what goes on in the churches. 


The laity is assaulted by journalistically popularized versions 


of complex, demanding theological efforts throws up its hands 
at reports that "God is Dead," that Jesus has become an urban 
guerrilla. 


Academicians, for their part, sometimes feel isolated and 


defensive from the laiy when, after years of work and study, 
their effort to illuminate the faith for this particular time is 
met either with a puzzled frown or a yawn of indifference. 


The moderator of the United Presbyterian Church in the 


U.S.A. has an idea that could put a small dent in those mutual 
suspicions and stereotypes. 


The Rev. William F. Keesecker, at a recent meeting of the 


Presbyterian Church's Council of Theological Seminaries, 
outlined a vision of theological professors "trotting the gospel 
up and down Main Street, visiting in the homes of the sick and 
shut-ins and calling on prospective church members." 


Keesecker calls his idea a "reciprocal sabbatical." 
If it is accepted, first by the council and then by the general 


assembly it would work this way: 


"Every seven years, more or less, the teacher in seminary, 


an ordained minister preferably, for one semester would go to 
one of the hundred churches which contribute 50 per cent of 
the General Assembly mission dollar and there become a co- 
pastor laboring with the senior pastor of the church." 


Keesecker said the teacher would engage in all the normal 


activities of the congregation, teaching classes, doing the 
visiting, moderating a session (council) meeting "and feeling 
responsibility which comes from dealing with the laity in the 
pew of the church." 
. . 


"In like manner," the moderator added, "the senior 


pastor...would agree to leave his parish for one semester... to 
serve in a co-teaching role in the field or the fields of his choice, 
probably practical theology or homiletics." 


As always, there are practical problems to work out with such 


proposal, such as how to pay for it. 
, 


Keesecker suggested funding could be divided into three 


parts, assumed equally by the denomination, the seminary and 
the participating congregation. He also suggested the Presby- 
terian Lay Committee "might want to make a grant for this 
purpose." 


While the practicalities of any such proposal have to be 


worked out, Keesecker's vision merits discussion. 


"I firmly believe that dialoguing in depth, sharing insights, 


listening to concerns and forming new friendships in which 
reciprocal affection would be felt and exchanged (both) church 
and seminary would cou=e to see the mission of the church 
through new prisms..." 


They would, he added, "learn to evaluate the servant s work 


from other than commercial criteria and most of all, instead 
of there seeing a picture of the ministry of the church, 
experience in an imaginative way ministry as the church 
existing in being." 
„ 


And no doubt cause a bit of astonishment on Main Street, 


too.

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The Wood Burning Furnace 


DES MOINES, IOWA 


If the cost of heating your 


house is a source of constant 
worry and irritation, you may 
be able to take a tip from 
David Bleed. 


Bleed has successfully com- 


bined two resources—150 acres 
of woods and an LP-gas forced- 
air furnace—to concoct a wood 
-..burning space heater that not 
only keeps his famuly warm 
and 
comfortable 
in 
their 


seven-room house, but saves 
him $1,200 a year! 


Essentially, the new heater 


is nothing but a jacketed 
woodburner set into the cold- 
air-return ducting for his old 
LP furnace's forced-air sys- 
tem. The added unit preheats 
the air going into the gas 
burner and, if that preheatee 
air is hot enough, the LP 
furnace doesn't kick on at all 
Whenever the wood fjre burns 
down, however, or when the 
house cools to 60 degrees, the 
gas furnace automatically ig- 
nites. 


The wood-burner features a 


big, 
off-center 
door which 


takes pieces of wood up to 30 
inches long and 10 inches in 
diameter. This eliminates 
almost all need to split the 
chunks of fuel and makes stok- 
ing the fire a twice-a-day job. 


.Also, the furnace burns— 


right in the firebox—most of 
the smoke it creates for max- 
imum usable heat and min- 
imum B.T.U. loss up the 
chimmney. It features very 
easy ash removal and needs 
now no damper adjustments 
during operation.

can be constructed at min- 
imum cost by anyone who can 
weld (the cost is instantly cut 
down by the fact that the new 
heater uses all the original 
heater's controls and ducts). 
With the addition of only a 
little ductwork, the wood- 
burner can by used as the sol 
source of warmth for a house 
that doesn't already have cen- 
tral heat.

Ductwork (made to fit in- 


stallation by a local tin shop 
for 


38); 
Nuts, bolts, welding rod and 


assorted hardware ($10). 


Theres nothing complicated 


about the design. The 16 - 
gauge metal forms the firebox, 
and it's surrounded by an air 
jacket made from the 20-gauge 
metal 
The grate inside is 


nothing more than a dozen or 
so cut-to-fit lengths of 2-inch- 
diameter cast-iron pipe laid

The 
sections of pipe are movable so 
they can be juggled with a 
poker to let ashes fall through 
to the ashpit. 


The cast-iron door in the 


wood-burner has a built-in ad- 
justable air control along its 
bottom.

eliminates the need for any 
dampers in the main chimney 
pipe. 


Instead, there's a small sec- 


ondary flue built into the up- 
per left corner of the front, 
higher than the loadin g door. 
This little stovepipe is 
equipped with an adjustable 
damper which can be com- 
pletely closed (and usually is). 
The only time it's opened is 
when a fire is started or fuel is 
added. Cracking the damper 
then prevents

The 
wood-burner's 
main 


smoke escape is a 3-inch-high 
slot that runs across the lower 
edge of the back of the com- 
bustion chamber. Smoke from 
the blaze must first be drawn' 
down through this slot, then 
up through the cavity between 
the rear of the firebox and the 
furncace's back panel, and out 
through a 6-inch stovepipe at 
the top of the back panel. This 
keeps the fumes in the com- 
bustion chamber longer and 
forces them to burn more effi- 
ciently. More heat is extraced 
from the wood that is burned, 
and more of that heat is used 
in the house instead of going 
out the chimney. 


The two flues are connected 


into a single stovepipe which

crossways on angle irons 
welded to the firebox. The

How Much Is Enough Protein? 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 


55 years old any enjoy your 
column very much. I would 
like to know your thinking on 
protein. At times you indicate 
you favor a high protein diet 
and other times that excess 
protein goes into fat. You say 
that health can be injured if 
one doesn't have enough pro- 
tein. What do you consider a 
minimum standard for an ac- 
tive male of 160 pounds? 


My diet consists of juices, 


fruits, soups, vegetables, salad 
and a small amount of meat. 
No fried foods, no fats, no 
excess salt. I would like to 
keep my weight at the present 
level. 


DEAR HEADER - There is 


a right and wrong amount of 
almost all good things in life, 


and protein is no exception. 
You will be getting enough 
protein if your diet includes 60 
grams of good protein a day. 


Now, not all protein is good 


protein, meaning that it con- 
tains adequate amounts of all 
the essential amino acids that 
the body cannot manufacture 
from other protein. 


The other proviso is that 


your diet must contain enough 
calories to meet your energy 
needs, particularly if you have 
already eliminated all the ex- 
cess body fat so many people 
carry around. If you are on a 
starvation diet your body will 
use your body protein for 
calories to provide essential 
energy. 


About the only people who 


need more protein than this 


are those actually building 
muscle mass (not muscle fat) 
and that could increase the 
requirement up to about 100 
grams a day. 


When you take more protein 


in than your body needs to 
build or replace lost body pro- 
tein, the excess is broken down 
to 
calories for 
immediate 


energy or to form fat. 


A lot of people do not under- 


stand that proteins are made 
up of a variety of amino acids 
that are the building blocks for 
body protein. For a more com- 
plete understanding of pro- 
teins in your diet and your 
body needs, you can send in 50 
cents each for two issues of 
The Health Letter, number 3- 
6 and 3-7, Proteins, Part I and 
Proteins, Part D. These issues 


will tell you how much protein 
you need at different ages and 
what foods provide good pro- 
tein. They also explain how 
your body uses protein to build 
vital structures and for energy.

The figures I have given you 


for protein are based on the 
Recommended

ences. This amount is more 
than the minimal daily allow- 
ance and includes enough to 
provide an excess for many 
healthy people. In the past 
many of the protein require- 
ments have been overly gener- 


ous. These amounts are fine 
for most healthy people. In 
case of illness or unusual situ- 
ations, the amount might be 
different. 


You can figure that a pound 


of raw, separable, lean meat, 
fish or poultry will contain 
about 100 grams of protein. 
That is the weight after all 
skin, bone and inedible parts 
have been removed. 


Milk and milk products are 


an excellent source of good 
protein. You can use the non- 
fat products to avoid fat and 
still get protein. The problem, 
with many so-called high pro- 
tein diets is that they contain 
lots of fat, tot). That is not 
necessnry if one uses low fat 
dairy products and lean 
meats, fish and poultry and 
the proper food preparation.

Roosevelt was more than a 


"saver" he was a collector's 


collector, building, shaping 
and refining a variety of collec- 
tions which are on display (in 
part) in the Franklin D. Roo- 
sevelt Library at Hyde Park. 


His collection of ship models 


are actually a collection within 
a collection, making up a por- 
tion of things associated with 
the sea. The larger collection 
includes some 5,000 paintings 
and prints of early Naval his- 
tory. 


There are some 200 ship 


models in the Library ranging 
in size from a 15-foot German 
model of an Emden class 
cruiser down to miniatures. 
His favorite, however, was a 
51-inch model of the U.S. frig- 
ate Constitution. 


The model was supposedly 


made in the 1830s or 1840s at 
the Washington Navy Yard for 
a Navy surgeon, Dr. Bailey 
Washington. 
Roosevelt 


purchased it when he was as- 
sistant secretary of the Navy 
in 1914. He rerigged it himself 
when he was Governor of New 
York. He moved the model to 
his study in the White House 
where it remained until a few 
days before his death. 


Another model, the Macedo- 


nian, a U.S. frigate, was made 
about 1825. The 49-gun 
Macedonian 
was originally 


British but was captured by 
the United States in the War 
of 1812. 


Then there's a model made 


by a prisoner in Sing Sing and 
sent to Roosevelt who was then 
Governor. He was always will- 
ing to accept gifts to his collec- 
tions but this model has a 
special appeal. The 43 and 
one-half inch motorboat was 
excellently crafted and there 
was a lot of humor in its name, 
the Pardon Me. 


His passion for the sea and 


things pertaining to it spanned 
his lifetime and the motorboat 
was not the first nor the only 
gift to be added to his collec- 
tion. 


In his later White House 


years he expressed regrets that 
he had run out of wall space 
and thus was not able to add

Bicentennial Medal Goes on Sale Jan. 1 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


The National 
Bicentennial 


Medal — the first gold medal 
in the history of the United 
States to be authorized by 
Congress for sale to the public 
will be available to collectors 
and the public on January 1, 
1976. 


The announcement was 


made by John Warner, admin- 
istrator of the American Revo- 
lution Bicentennial Adminis- 
tration 
(AREA) and 
Mrs. 


Mary Brooks, director of the 
U.S. Mint. The medal is a 
joint project of the Mint and 
AREA. 


The three-inch gold medal 


will sell for $4,000. The gold is 
.900 fine and comes from U.S. 
Treasury reserves. The 3" gold 
medal is serially numbered 
and struck only on order. 


The medal is available in 


smaller sizes and in silver, 
gold-plated bronze and 
bronze. Prices range from §5 to 
$4,000. 


All revenues will be used to 


support national, state and 
community Bicentennial ac- 
tivities. 


"This medal is the major 


commemorative of our Bicen- 
tennial activities," Warner ex- 
plained. "It is the official com- 
memorative of the Bicenten- 
nial and will directly used to 


support the celebration. At a 
time when the over-com- 
mercialization of this celebra- 
tion has been attacked by 
many, this medal stands as a 
tangible symbol to citizens 
who want to remember our 
200th birthday and help fund 
its celebrations at the same 
time." 


"In addition," Warner con- 


tinued, "the medal is available 
in a wide range of prices and 
sizes in order to give every 
American the opportunity to 
afford this valuable invest- 
ment in America's past and its 
future." 


Frank Gasparro, chief en- 


graver at the U.S. Mint, de- 
signed the medal. 


The mdal is available only to 


those people whose letters are 
postmarked January 1 through 
July 31, 1976, and is limited to 
five of each medal.

They are 
the employes with least senior- 
ity and status and, therefore, 
the most likely to be fired. 


Inflation also is a more seri- 


ous problem for women, par- 
ticularly if they are the heads 
of single-parent families. (In 
1973, the median income for 
all families headed by a male 
with wife present and at 
least one child under six was 
$12,000. The corresponding 
figure for a single parent 
female-headed family was 
$3,600.) 


But ERA and feminism — 


largely through the effective 
propaganda of the anti-ERA 
forces — has become linked in 
the minds of many citizens 
with the division of the family, 
the pitting of men against 
women, housewives against 
working women. 


certain leaders of the 


women's movement have 
failed to realize the great need 
for family solidarity at times of 
severe economic stress.

It's Never Too Early To Plan Your Garden 


By Bill Meachem 
Former Editor of Home Garden Magazine 
The most productive vegetable 
garden starts early, and start- 
ing 
early means planning, espe- 
cially if you only have a small 
plot of ground. 


There are certain crops that 


are usually no-no's for the 
small 
garden— 
corn 
and 


melons for instance. 
Corn 


takes up a lot of space and the 
harvest is usually small in 
comparison to the ground area 
it occupies, although I have 
developed one approach which 
I discuss below. Melon vines as 
we know, are ramblers, and 
need more room than we can 
spare. 


Miiiat'ire vegetables are 


often recommended because 
they take up little space. But, 
with some exceptions such as 
miniature tomatoes, most of 
them I would classify as nov- 
elties. They're certainly not 


high-yield crops and some do 
not have the same taste as the 
larger varieties. 


For example, this year I grew 


some miniature melons that 
were 
about the 
size 
the 


catalogs said they would grow. 
But, at harvest time, the best 
way I could describe the taste 
was that it was like a sweet 
cucumber 
Most 
went 
to 


waste. 


Unfortunately, many of the 


vegetables unsuitable for 
small plots are among our fa- 
vorities—especially corn. 


This year I did discover how- 


ever that it is possible to grow 
corn in a small garden plot. 
The trick, if you can call it 
that, was planning and start- 
ing the seeds early. At the time 
when most people were sowing 
corn seeds outdoors, I was put- 
ting out plants almost a foot 
tall. I was jumping the season 
by more than a month and my 
corn crop came in very early— 
in Julv This pave me time to 


plant another crop, squash, in 
the same spot. The corn was 
started in large peat pots. 
Three seeds were planted to 
each pot making it an individ- 
ual "hill." The plants were 
grown in a coldframe until 
planting. I used regular pot- 
ting soil in peat pots and 1 
sprayed both pots and soil 
with Raid House & Garden 
before sowing the seed to deter 
any soil bugs that may have 
been 
waiting until 
warm 


weather to come out.

Our corn harvest wasn't too 


large, but at least we had a few 
ears to enjoy the sweetness 
that only comes from fresh 


picked corn. The squash was 
the top-filler later in the sea- 
son. 


Other people in our com- 


munity garden also started 
corn early with similar results. 
But be sure to use large peat 
pots and do not disturb the 
roots when planting. 


You can also do this with 


beans and squash. It works.

The N ational B icentennial 
M edal — the first g old m edal 
in the history of the U nited 
States to be authorized by 
Cong ress for sale to the p ublic 
will be av ailable to collectors 
and the p ublic on January 1, 
19 7 6 . 
T h e a n n o u n c e m e n t w as 
m ade by John W arner, adm in­ 
istrator of the American Rev o­ 
lution B icentennial A dm inis­ 
tration 
(ARBA) 
and 
Mrs. 
M ary Brooks, director of the 
U.S. M int. T he m edal is a 
joint p roject of the M int and 
ARBA. 
T he three-inch g old medal 
will sell for $4,000. The g old is 
.9 00 fine and comes from U.S. 
T reasury reserv es. T he 3" g old 
m edal is serially num bered 
and struck only on order. 
T he m edal is av ailable in 
sm aller sizes and in silv er, 
g o ld- p la t e d 
bro n z e a n d 
bronze. Prices rang e from $5 to 
$4,000. 


All rev enues will be used to 
sup p ort national, state and 
com m unity B icentennial ac­ 
tiv ities. 


“This m edal is the major 
com m em orativ e of our Bicen­ 
tennial activ ities," W arner ex ­ 
p lained. “ It is the official com ­ 
m em orativ e of the B icenten­ 
nial and will directly used to 


sup p ort the celebration. At a 
tim e w hen th e o v e r-c o m ­ 
mercialization of this celebra­ 
tion has been attacked by 
many , this m edal stands as a 
tang ible sy mbol to citizens 
who want to rem em ber our 
200th birthday and help fund 
its celebrations at the sam e 
tim e.” 
“ In addition,” W arner con­ 
tinued, “the m edal is av ailable 
in a wide rang e of p rices and 
sizes in order to g iv e ev ery 
American the op p ortunity to 
afford this v aluable inv est­ 
ment in A m erica’s p ast and its 
future.” 
Frank G asp arro, chief en ­ 
g rav er at the U.S. M int, de­ 
sig ned the medal. 
T he mdal is av ailable only to 
those p eop le whose letters are 
p ost marked -January 1 throug h 
-July 31, 19 7 6 , and is lim ited to 
fiv e of each medal. Requests 
for order blanks should be sent 
to ARBA, P.O. Box 19 7 6 , San 
Francisco, California 9 4101.

are rum bling s of a backlash. 
T he ERA has failed in New 
York, New Jersey and Illinois 
and those defeats hav e been 
attributed to neg ativ e v otes by 
women — not men. A women’s 
strike day — intended to dem ­ 
onstrate the indip ensability of 
women — hardly created a 
rip p le. If any thing , the “ Alice 
Doesn’t" strike day dem on­ 
strated how little a com m and 
from a m inority org anization 
m eans to women com p ared to 
their fam ilies and jobs. 
International W om en’s Year 
has had, to say the least, a 
rather inausp icious beg inning . 
One reason for the ap p arent 
ap athy could be the media 
w h ic h 
h a s 
o f t e n 
m i s ­ 
re p r e s e n te d th e w o m a n ’s 
mov em ent, frequently stress­ 
in g its m o re s e n s a tio n a l 
asp ects. Now m any readers are 
Finding the rhetoric tiresom e. 
Like a fifth-run TV series, a n ­ 
other 
harang ue 
concerning 
women's rig hts fails to ex cite 
us. 
Economic crises such as in­ 
flation and hig h rates of un- 


em p loy m ent should hav e Fired 
the 
cause 
of the 
women's 
m ov em ent. Women and m i­ 
nority g roup s hav e suffered the 
most serious rev erses. They are 
the emp loy es with least senior­ 
ity and status and, therefore, 
the most likely to be Fired. 
Inflation also is a more seri­ 
ous p roblem for women, p ar 
ticularly if they are the heads 
of sing le-p arent fam ilies. (In 
19 7 3, the m edian incom e for 
all fam ilies headed by a m ale 
w ith wife p resent 
and at 
least one child un der six w as 
$12,000. T he corresp onding 
Fig ure for a sing le p aren t 
fem ale-headed 
fam ily 
w as 
$3,6 00.) 
But ERA and fem inism — 
larg ely throug h the effectiv e 
p rop ag anda of the anti-ER A 
forces — has become linked in 
the minds of many citizens 
with the div ision of the family , 
the p itting of men ag ainst 
women, 
housewiv es 
ag ainst 
working women. 
c e r t a in le a de rs o f th e 
w o m e n 's m o v e m e n t h av e 
failed to realize the g reat need 
for family solidarity at tim es ot 
sev ere economic stress. Ac­ 
tions such as the ill-conceiv ed 


a n d 
m is e ra bly de liv e re d 
women's strike day came at a 
tim e whem many women felt a 
need to shore up their fam ilies 
and their own job security . 
Amidst this g loom, there is

It's Never To o Ea rly To Pla n Yo ur Ga rd en

The most p roductiv e v eg etable 
g arden starts early , and sta rt­ 
ing 
early m eans p lanning , esp e­ 
cially if y ou only hav e 
a small 
p lot of g round. 


There are certain crop s that 
are usually no-no's for the 
sm all 
g arden— 
corn 
and 
melons 
for 
instance. 
Corn 
takes up a lot of sp ace and the 
harv est is usually sm all in 
com p arison to the g round area 
it occup ies, althoug h I hav e 
dev elop ed one ap p roach 
which 
I discuss below. M elon v ines as 
we know, are ram blers, 
and 
need more room than we can 
sp are. 


M i n a t ur e v eg eta bles are 
often recom m ended because 
they take up little sp ace. But. 
w ith some ex cep tions such a* 
m iniature tom atoes, most ot 
them I would classify as nov ­ 
elties. T hev ’re certainly not 


hig h-y ield crop s and some do 
not hav e the same taste as the 
larg er v arieties. 
For ex amp le, this y ear I g rew 
some miniature melons that 
were 
about 
the 
size 
the 
catalog s said they would g row. 
But, at harv est time, the best 
way 1 could describe the taste 
was that it was like a sweet 
cucumber. 
Most 
went 
to 
waste. 
Unfortunately , many of the 
v e g e ta ble s un s uita ble for 
small p lots are among our fa- 
v orities 
esp ecially corn. 
This y ear I did discov er how­ 
ev er that it is p ossible to g row 
corn in a small g arden p lot. 
The trick, if y ou can call it 
that, was p lanning and start­ 
ing the seeds early . At the time 
w hen most p eop le were sowing 
corn se e d s outdoors, I was p ut­ 
ting out p lants almost a foot 
tall. I was jump ing the season 
by more than a month and my 
corn crop came in v ery early — 
in July . This g av e me time to 


p lant another crop , squash, in 
the sam e sp ot. The corn was 
started 
in larg e p eat 
p ots. 
Three seeds were p lanted to 
each p ot making it an indiv id­ 
ual “ hill.” The p lants were 
g rown in a coldfram e until 
p lanting . I used reg ular p ot­ 
ting soil in p eat p ots and I 
sp ray ed both p ots and soil 
with Raid House & G arden 
before sowing the seed to deter 
any soil bug s th at may hav e 
been 
waiting 
until 
warm 
w eather to come out. 
A lready

Our corn harv est w asn’t too 
larg e, but at least we had a few 
ears to enjoy the sweetness 
that only comes from fresh 


p icked corn. T he squash was 
the top -Filler later in the sea­ 
son. 
O ther p eop le in our com ­ 
m unity g arden also started 
corn early with sim ilar results. 
But be sure to use larg e p eat 
p ots and do not disturb the 
roots when p lanting . 
You can also do this with 
beans and squash. It works. 
it it it 
D ear B ill: 
1 p lanted a n o rth ern sp y 
ap p le, a dw a rf tree, and it 
took alm ost 13 y ears to g et 
blossom s. W hy ? 
C h ester L askoskv , 
Je ssup , P a. 


Dear Chester: 
This is an unusually long 
tim e, I ag ree, for an ap p le to 
blossom. Ap p le trees blossom 
and 
bear 
fruit 
on 
older 
br a n c h e s —on little sp urs. 
These take y ears to dev elop . It 
is p ossible that y ou m istakenly 
p runed off the older branches 
so it took y ears to g row sp urs 
on those that were left. Only 
Prune 
ap p les 
sp aring ly - re 
tam the older branches.

The Band in Review 


RICHARD T. CARLSON

THE BAND: "Northern 


Lights-Southern Cross 
(Capitol ST 11440). 


In the four years since the 


release of "Cahoots," their 
fourth album and the last of 
original material, The Band 
has been rumored to be oc- 
cupied with any mumber of 
projects. The few which have 
come to fruition—the 1974 
tour of America with Bob 
Dylan, 
the 
oldies 
album, 


"Moondog Matinee," and the 
live album, "Rock of Ages"— 
shared the group's traditional 
passion for history (its own 
and the more public sort) 
which typifies these musicians 
who had played together near- 
ly a decade before making 
their first album. None of 
those projects, though, really 
satisfied the desire of the 
group's hard core fans for new 
songs. 
And, 
even 
though 


"Rock of Ages" contained the 
memorable 'Get Up Jake,' and 
"Before the Flood," the live 
album from the Dylan tour, 
the formulaic 'Endless High- 
way,' it was all too clear that 
those were outtakes from the 
group's magnificent early re- 
cording period. 


While 
"Northern 
Lights- 


Southern Cross" is clearly a 
gigantic step forward from the 
the lifeless "Cahoots" (easily 
the worst record The Band has 
ever done), it is surprisingly 
uninspired for an album that 
took four years to make. 


Superficially, it sounds like 


the music of the group's classic 


era— particularly "Music 
from Big Pink," which shared 
this record's tendency to drop 
strange instruments into com- 
mon place rock songs— but 
the effect is flat. Robbie Rob- 
ertsdn remains a major 
guitarist, Levon Helm and 
Richard Manuel are great 
singers (while Rick Danko is as 
annoying as ever) and Helm is 
also one of rock's classic drum- 
mers, with a style all his own. 


Robertson much improved as a 
melodist—or maybe The Band 
is simply playing them better 
rather than flying into parts as 
it did on "Cahoots" —but with 
very little to say lyrically. For 
a songwriter whose principal 
virtue has always been an abil- 
ity to recreate an historical 
epoch and relate it contem- 
porarily, this is a major prob- 
lem. For a group so reliant on 
one man's vision, it is close to 
disastrous. 


Garth Hudson dominates the 
playing, as he does on stage, 
with his organ, accordion, syn- 
thesizer and, on the album's 
major song, 'Acadian 
Driftwood,' some odd wood- 
wind effects. 


The 
problem 
with 
this 


album's uninspired sound may 
rest with Robertson, who as a 
songwriter seemed to have 
dried up with record number 
three, "Stage Fright." Robert- 
son wrote every song here, as 
he has done since "Music from 
Big Pink," when Richard 
Manuel (on his own and in 
collaboration with Bob Dylan) 
was 
a 
m a j o r 
f a c t o r . 


Robertson's writing on "The 
Band" was so cohesive and 
intelligent that Manuel was 
never missed, until "Cahoots" 
demonstrated how completely 
devoid of new ideas Robertson 
was becoming. "Northern 
Lights-Southern Cross" shows 


Robertson did come through 


once on this album. 'Acadian 
Driftwood' is a reworking of 
the basic "Evangeline" story, 
a tale central to Canadian his- 
tory. (All but one of The Band 
are Canadian.) The Acadians 
were French-speaking citizens 
deported by the British from 
Nova Scotia in the late 18th 
century. Those who settled in 
Louisiana later became known 
as Cajuns. Robertson's version 
of the tale differs slightly from 
the facts—in his version of the 
story the Acadians chose to go 
—but 
the 
heartache 
and 


homesickness are the same. It 
is the only really deeply felt 
moment on a record, which too 
often takes for its motto the 
refrain of 'Jupiter Hollow': 
"Living in another world— 
Livin' in another time—Like a 
comet I was hurled — Livin' in 
another world." I think I liked 
The Band better when they 
were more down to earth.

Soviets Meet Rangers in Series Opener 


NEW YORK (UPI) — An intriguing new adventure in sport, 


which possibly can lead to a regular schedule of international 
hockey matches, begins a test run today when the New York 
Rangers play host to the USSR champion Soviet Army team. 


Twice before professional hockey players from North America 


engaged in a series of matches with the Soviet Union, but on 
both occasions a group of all-stars represented the two sides. 
This is the first time the competition is being staged on an 
individual team basis, leading National Hockey League Presi- 
dent Clarence Campbell to proclaim the eight-game confronta- 
tion "the most important and meaningful series in interna- 
tional hockey." 


Campbell continued, "This series presents a new potential 


for hockey internationally. We hope this new development is 
the forerunner to the beginning of international competition on 
a continuing basis." 


The Russians are sending over two teams, each to play four 


games against NHL teams. The highlight of the series will come 
in the final contest, Jan. 11, when the two national champions 
clash for the first time as the Philadelphia Flyers host the 
Soviet Army. 


Between the meetings with the Rangers and Flyers, the 


Soviet Army will take on the Montreal Canadiens Dec. 31 and 
the Boston Bruins Jan. 8. Representing Russia will be the 
Soviet Wings, who were runners-up to the Army in their 
national championship. The Wings will meet the Pittsburgh 
Penguins Dec. 29, the Buffalo Sabres Jan. 4, the Chicago Black 
Hawks Jan. 7 and the New York Islanders Jan. 10. 


"When the Russian teams come over here, they're going to 


be more like NHL teams than we are," warned Phil Esposito, 
who will renew rivalries with some old friends in tonight's series 
opener. "They've got great coaching, great style, they can skate 
and they can shoot and their players are very well disciplined. 
They knew they had to get a little bit tougher after 1972, and 
they will be. They know they have to body check more." 


Esposito, instrumental in Team Canada's tight 4-3-1 triumph 


over the Russians in their bitter 1972 duel, says the NHL has 
one big advantage this time—an acute awareness of just how 
good the competition is. 


"Our scouts told us that Tretiak (goaltender Vladislav 


Tretiak) couldn't stop the puck; that was a lie," Esposito 
related. "They told us they couldn't shoot; that was a lie. They 


told us they couldn't skate; that was a lie. 


"Now we know the Russians are super, super athletes, just 


as we are, and they get paid to play hockey, just as we get paid 
to play hockey. 


"We don't see what goes on in the Soviet Union, but they 


know everything that happens here. They know I got traded 
from the Boston Bruins to the New York Rangers, but we 
wouldn't know it if Tretiak got shipped to Siberia." 


Aside from Esposito, the only other active Ranger who played 


in the Team Canada series was Rod Gilbert. But several others, 
while in the minors or junior hockey, had experience against 
Russian teams, including goaltender John Davidson, and 
Coach Ron Stewart sent two of his minor league teams against 
Soviet squads, losing the first and winning the second. 


"I played against them with a junior team during a Christmas 


tournament in Minnesota three or four years ago," Davidson 
said. "They're a helluva hockey team and know how to move 
the puck. You have to anticipate the play against them because 
they're always darting around and they all know where each 
one is going to be." 


Both the Team Canada series and another eight-game series 


two years later matching the Russians against World Hockey 
Association stars were marked by violent episodes that did 
little for the good name of detente. Apparently, steps have been 
taken to ensure a more peaceful renewal. 


As expressed earlier this week by Boris Kulagin, coach of the 


Soviet Wings, "We reached an understanding with the head 
of the Canadian Professional Hockey Administration that he 
will issue firm instructions to his men not to repeat the anti- 
hockey they showed in a number of Moscow encounters. 


"For our part, we guarantee correct play but Soviet players 


cannot be intimidated on the ice." 


All games will be played under National Hockey League 


rules, and two Russian officials will be included in the visiting 
entourage. One will serve as a referee or linesman in each 
contest. One concession made to the Russians is that six 
"ringers" from other Soviet teams will be allowed to play with 
the visiting clubs. 


The Russian teams have been guaranteed $25,000 a game. 
"This exhibition series is damned good for hockey," Esposito 


said. "There's a lot of pride in playing that first game, and we 
don't want to lose it."

St. John's 5-9 guard Frank Alagia thwarted the South 
Carolina press and sank seven critical free throws to carry the 
17th-ranked Redmen to a 71-59 victory over the Gamecocks in 
the earlier semifinal. 
St. Bonaventure beat Columbia 84-73 in the consolation 
game which opened the triple-header, 
Just as in their first round victory over Columbia, the 
undefeated Hoosiers ran out to a big lead at the start and 
coasted to their eighth victory of the season. 
Ma y ’s 32 po int to ta l wa s o nly o ne sho rt o f his ca reer hig h 
sco red a g a inst UCLA in the sea so n’s first g a me. 
Indiana scored 16 straight points early in the first half to take 
a commanding 22-4 lead with guard Bobby Wilkerson scoring 
eight of his 10 points in that span. Kent Benson, the Hoosiers’ 
6-11 center who celebrated his 21»t birthday Saturday, added 
19 points to the Indiana rout. 
The Hoosiers enjoyed a 48-30 halftime edge and gradually 
widened the margin throughout the second half as Indiana 
Coach Bobby Knight substituted liberally. 
Tom Ixx-khart led Manhattan with 21 points, but most of 
them came near the end of the game, long after the outcome 
had been assured.

N EW YO RK (U PI) — An intriguing new adventure in sport, 
which possibly can lead to a regular schedule of international 
hockey matches, begins a test run today when the New York 
Rangers play host to the U SSR champion Soviet Army team. 
Twice before professional hockey players from North America 
engaged in a series of matches with the Soviet Union, but on 
both occasions a group of all-stars represented the two sides. 
This is the first time the competition is being staged on an 
individual team basis, leading National Hockey League Presi­ 
dent Clarence Campbell to proclaim the eight-game confronta­ 
tion “ the most important and meaningful series in interna­ 
tional hockey.” 
Campbell continued, “ This series presents a new potential 
for hockey internationally. We hope this new development is 
the forerunner to the beginning of international competition on 
a continuing basis.” 
The Russians are sending over two teams, each to play four 
games against N H L teams. The highlight of the series will come 
in the final contest, Jan. 11, when the two national champions 
clash for the first time as the Philadelphia Flyers host the 
Soviet Army. 
Between the meetings with the Rangers and Flyers, the 
Soviet Army will take on the Montreal Canadiens Dec. 31 and 
the Boston Bruins Jan. 8. Representing Russia will be the 
Soviet Wings, who were runners-up to the Army in their 
national championship. The Wings will meet the Pittsburgh 
Penguins Dec. ‘29, the Buffalo Sabres Jan. 4, the Chicago Black 
Hawks Jan. 7 and the New York Islanders Jan. 10. 
"When the Russian teams come over here, they’re going to 
be more like N H L teams than we are,” warned Phil Esposito, 
who will renew rivalries with some old friends in tonight’s series 
opener. “ They’ve got great coaching, great style, they can skate 
and they can shoot and their players are very well disciplined. 
They knew they had to get a little bit tougher after 1972, and 
they will be. They know they have to body check more." 
Esposito, instrumental in Team Canada’s tight 4-3-1 triumph 
over the Russians in their bitter 1972 duel, says the N H L has 
one big advantage this time—an acute awareness of just how 
good the competition is. 
“ Our scouts told us that Tretiak (goaltender Vladislav 
Tretiak) couldn’t stop the puck; that was a lie,” Esposito 
related. "They told us they couldn’t shoot; that was a lie. They 


told us they couldn’t skate; that was a lie. 
“ Now we know the Russians are super, super athletes, just 
as we are, and they get paid to play hockey, just as we get paid 
to play hockey. 
“ We don’t see what goes on in the Soviet Union, but they 
know everything that happens here. They know I got traded 
from the Boston Bruins to the New York Rangers, but we 
wouldn’t know it if Tretiak got shipped to Siberia.” 
Aside from Esposito, the only other active Ranger who played 
in the Team Canada series was Rod Gilbert. But several others, 
while in the minors or junior hockey, had experience against 
Russian teams, including goaltender John Davidson, and 
Coach Ron Stewart sent two of his minor league teams against 
Soviet squads, losing the first and winning the second. 
“ I played against them with a junior team during a Christmas 
tournament in Minnesota three or four years ago,” Davidson 
said. “ They’re a helluva hockey team and know how to move 
the puck. You have to anticipate the play against them because 
they’re always darting around and they all know where each 
one is going to be." 
Both the Team Canada series and another eight-game series 
two years later matching the Russians against World Hockey 
Association stars were marked by violent episodes that did 
little for the good name of detente. Apparently, steps have been 
taken to ensure a more peaceful renewal. 
As expressed earlier this week by Boris Kulagin, coach of the 
Soviet Wings, “ We reached an understanding with the head 
of the Canadian Professional Hockey Administration that he 
will issue firm instructions to his men not to repeat the anti­ 
hockey they showed in a number of Moscow encounters. 
“ For our part, we guarantee correct play but Soviet players 
cannot be intimidated on the ice.” 
All games will be played under National Hockey League 
rules, and two Russian officials will be included in the visiting 
entourage. One will serve as a referee or linesman in each 
contest. One concession made to the Russians is that six 
“ ringers” from other Soviet teams will be allowed to play with 
the visiting clubs. 
The Russian teams have been guaranteed $25,000 a game. 
“ This exhibition series is damned good for hockey," Esposito 
said. "There’s a lot of pride in playing that first game, and we 
don’t want to lose it.”

John Stoothoff s searing indictment of Liberty High's failure 


to clear its bench in the recent Indian massacre at Onteora 
High drew quick and predictable rebuttals from many sources. 


With due respect to John's righteous wrath (and we happen 


• to agree with him), it's one of those no-win situations — a 
Mexican standoff, depending on your own personal philosophy. 


For example, you get hit with things like: 
You can't discourage excellence. 
A coach's responsibility is to develop players to their 


fullest potential — not 24-minute players. 


Can you really ask a coach to tell his kids to slow down? 


And on and on. 


The slowdown or "stall" seems to be the only effective 


weapon against a vastly superior opponent but is it really 
basketball. 


We have a couple of suggestions that will never make it with 


the Rules Committee of the New York State High School 
Athletic Association ... (1) bar the slowdown and (2) install 
a 24-second clock. 


What's so revolutionary about that? Baseball and football set 


time limits on pitchers and quarterbacks. Why not in basket- 
ball? 


The first reaction from the disbelievers is bound to be: 


That won't keep a team from piling up the score. The good 
team will beat the clock and keep pouring in the baskets. 


Ah, but we have another gimmick to try on you for size 


and, if you want to laugh go ahead and laugh. Is this not 
the season to be jolly? 


We suggest a 50-point limit rule. When a team builds up 


a 50-point lead the game is automatically stopped. Similar 
rules are now in effect for junior baseball and hockey. 


The 50-point rule is not as facetious as it sounds. If 


nothing else, it would give ratings-conscious coach the 
opportunity to unleash his war dogs without restraint, 
secure in the knowledge that he doesn't have to worry about 
the poor little scrubs on the bench. Nobody will ever notice 
them under these circumstances. 


The adoption of the 24-second clock was the savior of 


professional 
basketball. 
College coaches 
have found it 


anathema. They cherish the slowdown or stall for a couple of 
valid reasons (1) it is, as we said before, the best weapon against 
superior odds and (2) it gives the coach a chance to embarrass 
and frustrate an opponent. And sometimes there are situations 
like that, although coaches will never admit it. 


We also agree that the ratings may be the real motive in 


building up top-heavy scores. They should be abolished unless 
a more professional system is found to rate teams equitably. 
The present setup is a farce. 


Hall of Fame ballots have been mailed to eligible members 


of the Baseball Writers Association of America, who, in 
their infinite wisdom, may or may not come up with a choice 
for 1976. 


We'd like to see at least two of this foursome make it this 


time around — Robin Roberts, Bob Lemon, Duke Snider 
and Eddie Mathews. We've plugged Roberts for three years 
without success, so we'll not burden you with his creden- 
tials. 


Mathews, Lemon and Snider have some pretty impressive 


statistics going for them. Here's a thumbnail on each and you 
can make up your own mind: 


Eddie Mathews—17 years in the major, mostly with Boston 


Braves and Milwaukee Braves. In the 500 Homer Club with 
512. In 2388 games, he collected 2315 hits, 354 doubles, 72 
triples, 512 homers, knocked in 1453 runs and had a .509 career 
slugging average. 


Bob Lemon spent 13 years with the Cleveland Indians, 


playing 615 games as an outfielder, third baseman and 360 
games as a pitcher. He won 207 games and lost 128, with a 
lifetime 3.23 ERA and .232 batting average. 


Why Duke Snider, the old Dook of Flatbush, isn't in the 


Hall of Fame is a mystery to us. He was the bellwether, of 
the Brooklyn Dodgers in their glory days, one of baseball's 
all-time great clutch hitters.

Tarkenton-Staubach Duel 


Highlights NFC Game 


BLOOMINGTON, Minn. (UPI) - The NFC's top two 


passers, Fran Tarkenton and Roger Staubach, meet today in 
a first-round playoff between the Minnesota Vikings, shooting 
for their third consecutive spot in the Super Bowl game, and 
the Dallas Cowboys. 


The Vikings (12-2), Central Division champions for the 


seventh time in eight years, and Dallas (10-4), NFC wild card 
team, play at noon today in Metropolitan Stadium. Minnesota 
is an eight-point favorite. 


The natural turf is reported to be in good condition, cleared 


of snow, covered with a tarp and warmed with hot air blowers 
to prevent freezing. The weatherman predicts cloudy skies and 
temperatures in the high 20s. 


The Cowboys figure they can win if they stop Tarkenton, 


immediately followed by running, pass-catching Chuck Fore- 
man. The Vikings, who went to Tulsa for three days of mild- 
weather practice this week, consider Staubach the key man to 
contain in the Dallas attack. 


"I don't know of a quarterback who does as much with what 


he has," Dallas Coach Tom Landry said about Tarkenton. "He 
handles the defenses very well. And, of course, Foreman is a 
complete ballplayer. Next to O.J. Simpson, Foreman is the best 
all-around back in football." 


Tarkenton is the top-rated passer in the NFC with a 91.7 


rating, 64.2 percentage of completions, 25 touchdown passes 
and only 13 interceptions. He has passed John Unitas1 career 
records for touchdown passes, pass attempts and completions. 


Foreman is the NFC scoring and receptions leader with 22 


touchdowns and 73 receptions and rushing runnerup with 1,070 
yards. He had blurred vision briefly after being hit in the eye 
with a snowball in the game at Buffalo last weekend but is 
ready to start today. 


Tarkenton and Foreman have helped make Minnesota the 


NFC's highest scoring team with 377 points. 


Minnesota Coach Bud Grant says, "Staubach is the man who 


has brought Dallas this far and he's the man for us to stop. 
Like Tarkenton, he won't stand around if the pass isn't there. 
He makes things happen. If Staubach can't throw, he'll take 
off like a halfback." 


Staubach is the NFC's No. 2 passer with a 78.6 rating, 56.9 


per cent completions, 17 touchdown passes and 16 intercep- 
tions. 


Landry said Staubach has been "playing better this season 


than he did the year we won the Super Bowl; he's more sure 
of himself now, seeing things better and executing better." 


The game matches the NFC's leading offensive team, Dallas, 


against the NFL's top defense, Minnesota. And Dallas' defense 
is third in the NFC, facing a Minnesota offense tied with St. 
Louis for second in the conference. 


The most recent game between the two teams was in 


preseason play this year. The Vikings won that game 16-13 on 
Tarkenton's touchdown pass to Ed Marinaro with 39 seconds 
left to play.

"When we beat Dallas in the preseason," Grant said, we 


predicted the Cowboys would be a contender and get into the 
playoffs. Offensively they've moved the ball on everybody in 
the league. Defensively, they don't use a lot of variations and 
are very sound." 


It cost the Vikings 820,000 to fly to Tulsa for three days of 


mild-weather practice. But in the past, at least, the trip was 
worth it. 


In 1973, the Vikings went to Tulsa for late-season practice 


and beat Washington 27-20 and Dallas 27-10 in post-season 
games.

the world of soccer in 1975. 


Pele, 
the 
most 
famous, 


idolized and highest salaried 
team athlete in the world, 
came out of an eight month 
retirement when he signed an 
estimated $4.7 million con- 
tract with the New York Cos- 
mos of the North American 
Soccer League. 


Shortly after Pele's signing, 


NASL Commissioner Phil 
Woosnam predicted that the 
presence of the Brazilian su- 
perstar would dramatically ac- 
celerate the development of 
the game as a viable sport in 
the United States. 


Although soccer is the univer 


sal 
game—144 
countries,

ing the U.S., have entered the 
1978 World Cup—it has never 
caught on in North America. 
Only an extraordinary talent 
could change the public's taste 
and Pele, quite possibly, is the 
only man capable of such an 
accomplishment. 


"Everybody has a mission in 


life, and my dream was that 
one day the United States 
would know soccer like the rest 
of the world," Pele explained 
on his arrival to join the Cos- 
mos. "For the first time in 
Brazil's history, we are export- 
ing know-how to the United 
States instead of importing it. 


"I came to your country 


because I realized I was the 
only one who could help soccer 
here. Spread the news that 
soccer has finally arrived in 
the United States." 


Until his arrival, the 20- 


team NASL was not taken 
seriously except in cities such 
as Tampa, San Jose and Seat- 
tle where there was an absence 
of competition 
from other 


team sports. 


Just the mere presence of 


Pele in a Cosmos uniform, 
however, triggered large 
crowds 
of 
previously 
ap-

fans. For instance, the atten- 
dance at Pele's first two games 
in New York exceeded the Cos- 
mos' 10-game total in 1974, 
and teams throughout the 
league sold-out wherever Pele 
played. 


While Pele was a huge suc- 


cess at the box office, his addi- 
tion didn't catapult New York 
into the NASL playoffs, prov- 
ing soccer, perhaps more than 
any other sport, is indeed a 
"team" game and one man can 
not dominate as an O.J. Sim- 
pson can in football, a Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar in basketball or 
a Bobby Orr in hockey. 


In fact, Tampa, a team pri- 


marily stocked *.vith Britons, 
became the third expansion 
team in as many years to win 
the NASL crown when it de- 
feated Portland 2-0. 


The Miami Toros' Steve 


David scored 23 goals in 21 
games and was selected as the 
league's Most Valuable Player 
with Pele a distant second. A 
native of Trinidad, the 24- 
yearold David, a former police- 
man who plays outside right, if 


considered the fastest player 
in the game. 


Chris Bahr, who later in the 


year was to make his mark in 
c o l l e g e 
f o o t b a l l as a 


placekicker for Penn State, 
was chosen Rookie of the Year. 
Bahr, although a midfielder, 
scored nine of the Philadelphia 
Atoms' 
33 goals, to edge 


Tampa's Farukh Quraishi, the 
top selection in a preseason 
draft of college players. 


John Sewell was feated for 


his work as coach of the St. 
Louis Stars. The Stars, a dis- 
aster in 1974, finished first in 
the Central Division and made 
the playoffs with a squad that 
consisted of 14 American born 
players on an 18-man roster, 
the most ever on an NASL 
team. 


According to Woosnam, the 


ultimate goal of the NASL is 
to make the United States and 
Canada powers in world soc- 
cer. In order to achieve that 
level, NASL owners agreed 
their rosters would include at 
least six native-born American 


or Canadian players while lim- 
iting to five the number of men 
on loan from foreign clubs. 


"We'll have at least 120 


Americans or Canadians 
playing in the league in 1976 in 
contrast to our minimum of 27 
in 1973," said Woosnam.

'it has had the chance to 
withstand the ravages of time, 
John Wooden's record of 10 
NCAA championships in 12 
years will rank alongside Joe 
DiMaggio's 56-game hitting 
streak as one of the most re- 
markable achievements in the 
history of sports. 


Many of those cham- 


pionships will be thought of as 
belonging to Lew Alcindor, 
Sidney 
Wicks and 
Curtis 


Rowe, and Bill Walton. But 
the last, like the first, belongs 
to John Wooden. 


The 1975 NCAA basketball 


championship quite probably 
did not go to the best team in 
the nation, but instead was 
spirited away by the 64-year- 
old "Wizard of Westwood." 


While Indiana was burying 


one opponent after another 
during the 1974-75 regular sea- 
son, UCLA was looking re- 
markably human. 


First, there was a four-point 


loss to 
Stanford, 
followed 


closely by a six-point loss at 
Notre Dame. Then came one 
of 
the 
more 
unbelievable 


scores of the last 12 years: 
UCLA was routed by Wash- 
ington, 103-81. 


Clearly, the Bruins had lost 


their cloak of invincibility. 


And Indiana kept winning. 
In the opening game of the 


NCAA championship tour- 
nament, UCLA was forced into 
overtime before pulling out an 
103-91 victory over Michigan. 
In the second game, things 
looked even bleaker for the 
Bruins when they were hard- 
pressed to defeat Montana, 67- 
64. 
• UCLA earned its trip to the 
NCAA finals with an 89-75 
victory over Arizona State. 


And Indiana lost. 
The Hoosiers, who had won 


31 straight games, were edged 
by Kentucky, 92-90, in the 
championship 
final of the 


Mideast Regional. Bobby 
Knight's Hoosiers had been as 
awesome as any of the great 


UCLA 
teams 
in breezing 


through an undefeated regular 
season. 


The Hoosiers' All-America 


forward Scott May had broken 
his arm near the end of the 
season and was nowhere near 
full strength for Indiana's con- 
test with Kentucky, although 
sophomore Kent Benson 
scored 33 points to almost 
carry the Hoosiere in the na- 
tional finals. 


The surprising ouster of the 


Hoosiers sent Kentucky, 
UCLA, Louisville and Syr- 
acuse to San Diego to decide 
the national championship. 


Kentucky's upset of Indiana 


had moved it into the 
favorite's role and many 
speculated a intra-state con- 
test with Louisville would de- 
cide the national cham- 
pionship. 


Louisville had been particu- 


larly impressive in the re- 
gionals, romping over Rutgers, 
Cincinnati and Maryland. 


However, paired against 


UCLA in the semifinals, the 
Cardinals fell victim to that 
old Wooden magic. 


Louisville lost a chance to 


put away UCLA in regulation 
time when Terry Howard, who 
had been perfect in 28 trips to 
the free throw line, missed his 
only foul shot of the season. 
Then, with two seconds left in 
overtime, 
UCLA's 
Richard 


Washington connected on a 
10-foot jumper for a 75-74 vic- 
tory, 
ending a game en- 


thusiastically described 
by 


some observers as the best ever 
played. 


Kentucky had gained a spot 


in the final opposite UCLA by 
rolling over outclassed Syr- 
acuse, 95-79. 


The Wildcats brutalized op- 


ponents with a rugged front 
line, which featured a trio of 
freshman centers — Rick Rob- 
ey, Mike Phillips and Danny 
Hall. But, UCLA's 7-foot-1 
Ralph Drollinger came 
through the best performance 
of his career against the Wild- 


cats to lead the Bruins to a 92- 
85 victory' and Wooden's final 
title. Coming off the bench, 
Drollinger scored 10 points and 
grabbed 14 rebounds, many of 
them in the critical second 
half. 


Another Bruin who played 


one of his best games of the 
year was guard Andre Mc- 
Carter. Meanwhile, All-Amer- 
ica 
forward 
Dave Meyers 


scored 24 points and Richard 
Washington earned the 
tournament's Most Valuable 
player award with 28 points. 


Kevin Grevey's sharp- 


shooting kept the foul-plagued 
Wildcats in the contest and 
the Kentucky senior finished 
with 34 points. 


Although Wooden wound up 


with the big prize, Knight was 
selected UPI's Coach of the 
Year. 


North Carolina State, the 


defending national champion, 
never made it to the NCAA 
tourney 
because 
Maryland 


won the Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference regular season cham- 
pionship and Nortji Carolina 
won the ACC tournament to

It Was Ali's Big Year 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Once again in 1975, 


Muhammad AH and Joe Frazier brought out 
the best in each other, and the result was the 
Thrilla in Manila —their third collision and 
the most exciting, most brutal of all. 


It ended when Frazier, unable to see 


through battered eyes, did not come out for 
the final round. It ended with Ali totally 
exhausted after absorbing the most pun- 
ishment of his long career. 


"It was like death," said Ali through 


puffed lips as he recalled how the fight had 
followed the pattern of the first two, with 
Muhammad winning easily in the early 
rounds, then Joe coming on and on, relent-

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Ohio State Dominated 
College Grid Picture 


NEW YORK (UPI) - In a sport dominated by over-sized 


humans and characterized by sophisticated and innovative 
coaching techniques, the 1975 college football season was an 
anachronism. 


It largely belonged to two men—a player, Archie Griffin of 


Ohio State, and his coach, Woody Hayes—neither of whom 
chronologically fit into the trendy patterns of today's college 
football. 


Griffin, at only 5-foot-9 and 184 pounds, was one of the 


smallest players in a game that is better suited to extra lawge 
men. Yet, he emerged as the first player in history to in the 
coveted rfeisman Trophy twice and finished a brilliant four- 
year career as the only man ever to rush for more than 5,000 
yards. The senior from Columbus, Ohio, also captured UPI's 
Player of the Year honors for the second year in a row. 


It was Hayes, a 61-year-old disciplinarian whose ul- 


traconservative style of coaching seems better suited to a 
bygone era, who turned out the nation's best team. Ohio State, 
whose "three yards and a cloud of dust" offense stands in 
marked contrast to today's more modern offenses such as the 
veer and the wishbone, was one of only three major college 
teams (Arizona State and Arkansas State were the others) to 
complete the season with a perfect mark. The Buckeyes went 
11-0-their best regular season in history—and took a No. 1 
ranking into their season finale against UCLA in the Rose Bowl. 


Playing one of its toughest schedules in years, Ohio State had 


only two really difficult games. They struggled to beat Penn 
State, 17-9, and had to rally for two fourth quarter touchdowns 
in their season finale to defeat Michigan, 21-14, and clinch the 
Big Ten championship. Overall, the Buckeyes outscored their 
opponents 374-79 during the year. 


It was not really supposed to be Ohio State's year. The 


Buckeyes had lost 13 starters from their 1974 squad, and 
Oklahoma, which had gone unbeaten a year ago, was the 
preseason choice of the UPI Board of Coaches to walk away 
with No. 1 honors. 


Oklahoma, which had not been ranked by UPI in 1974 


because it was concluding the second year of a two-year NCAA 
probabtion, held the top spot for a few weeks but was overtaken 
by Ohio State before mid-season. The Sooners won their first 
eight games but finally saw their 37-game unbeaten string 
snapped by Kansas. 


Pressured by Nebraska for the Big Eight title, the Sooners 


ross to the occassion and pummeled the Cornhuskers, 35-10, 
in their last game to gain a share of the Big Eight title and 
earn a berth in the Orange Bowl opposite Michigan. Oklahoma 
was ranked No. 2 entering post-season play. 


The Sooners reaped the bulk of individual honors. They 


placed four players on the UPI All-America team and also 
boasted the nation's outstanding lineman, defensive tackle 
Leroy Selmon. Selmon won both the Outland Trophy and UPI's 
Lineman of the Year award. His brother, Dewey, also gained 
All-America honors at middle guard while the Sooners' Jimbo 
Elrod, a defensive end, and Terry Webb, an offensive guard, 
were similarly honored. 


The most surprising team of the year turned out to be 


Arkansas. The Razorbacks, considered no more than an also- 
ran in the preseason sizeup of the Southwest Conference, ended 
up winning the SWC title with a dramatic season-ending 31- 
14 triumph over Texas A&M. That victory, which spoiled the 
Aggies' bid for a perfect season, put Arkansas in the Cotton 
Bowl against Georgia. 


On the college division level, Northern Michigan and Witten- 


berg (0.) turned out to be the best in their respective classes. 
Northern Michigan won the Division II championship, defeat- 
ing Western Kentucky 16-14 in the final, and Wittenberg won 
the Division m title, beating Ithaca (N.Y.) College 28-0 in the 
championship game. 


Southern California and Auburn would have to share honors 


as the most disappointing teams this season. 


Southern Cal, the 1974 UPI national champion, unveiled a 


new running sensation in junior tailback Ricky Bell, who 
finished as the nation's leading rusher, and won its first seven 
games. But then Coach John McKay announced that he would 
be leaving the Trojans to coach the new Tampa club in the 
National Football League next year and the team proceeded 
to lose its last four games. As a result, UCLA ended up as the 
Pacific Coast Conference champion, ending Southern Cal's 
three-year reign as conference champs. 


Auburn's demise was even more embarrassing. Playing their 


final year under Southeastern Conference title. But, the Tigers 
never recovered from a rash of early season injuries and finished 
3-6-2. 


The SEC created some headline making news during the year 


on two campuses. The University of Kentucky and its star 
running back, Sonny Collins, was scandalized by a report that 
the team was involved in a series of pointshaving incidents. A 
full-scale investigation was conducted by both the NCAA and 
federal authorities but no evidence was uncovered that linked 
Kentucky or Collins to any wrongdoing. 


At Alabama, Coach Paul "Bear" Bryant stirred things up in 


late November by admitting that he had influenced the Sugar 
Bowl Committee into selecting Eastern power Penn State as 
his opponent in the New Year's night post-season classic. It 
touched off a furore among Big Eight coaches, who claimed 
Bryant was ducking them. 


Bryant also made waves in the beginning of the season when 


he attempted to block an NCAA ruling that limited traveling 
squads to 48 players. Bryant won a temporary injunction 
against the rule but a Federal district court in New Orleans 
reversed the injunction two weeks later so that the rule 
remained in effect most of the season. The final hearings may 
not be heard until next year. 


As the year drew to a close, stories of more illegal recruiting 


were coming out of the Southwest and the NCAA was launching 
yet another investigation into what has become a never-ending 
odyssey.

Siena Honors Kirsch 


LOUDONVTLLE 


Former Siena basketball and 


baseball great Bill Kirsch will 
be enshrined into the college's 
Sports Hall of Fame Saturday, 
Jan. 17, 1976. 


Kirsch, 43, played basket- 


ball for Siena from 1951-54. At 
5-8, he was the team's top 
defensive player and play- 
maker. His spirited and de- 
termined play helped Siana 
compile a 41-32 record during 
that time. 


Despite 
his size, Kirsch 


could also score — he averaged 
better than 10 points a game 
during his two years as a 
starter, 


A 
native of Rennselaer, 


Kirsch received national rec- 
ognition for his participation 
in two of the greatest college 
basketball games ever played 
since Oregon won the first na- 
tional championship in 1939. 


Perhaps Kirsch's greatest in- 


dividual moment in basketball 
came on Dec. 12, 1953, when 
he set a record for the longest 


shot ever made at the old 
Madison Square Garden on 
8th Avenue in New York City. 


Kirsch took the in-bounds 


pass from Dick "Bevo" Whyte 
with one second left and con- 
nected on the 65-foot toss to 
give the Dan Cunha-led Indi- 
ans a 56-54 win over Richie 
Guerin and the Gaels from 
lona College. 


An outstanding baseball 


player as well, Kirsch was a 
four-year regular for Siena 
from 1950-54. He played both 
shortstop and second base, 


and averaged close to .300 in 
hitting during his collegiate 
career. 


In 1950, Kirsch (a graduate 


of Van Rensselaer Hgh) played 
in 
the 
prestigious 
Hearst 


Sandlot All-Star baseball 
game in the Polo Grounds in 
New York City. 


Kirsch was named Siena 


athletic director and head 
basketball coach on May 2, 
1972, after holding the same 
two posts for five years at the 
Junior College of Albany. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Track and field in 


1975 was marked by the assault from abroad 
on Jim Ryun's longstanding world mile 
record and an attack on tradition by shot 
putting's selfacclaimed free spirit Brian Old- 
field. 


All told, twenty-two world records were 


either equalled or broken in a pre-Olympic 
year of truly H e r c u l e a n achievements. 


Best example of that was Ryun's 3:51.1 


mile standard which, after standing un- 
matched since 1967, was bettered twice — 
first by Filbert Bayi's 3:51.0 in Kingston, 
Jamaica, on June 17 and then by John 
Walker's astonishing 3:49.4 at Goteborg, 
Sweden, Aug. 12. 


Equally as historic as Walker's feat was 


the 58-foot, 8l<inch triple jump turned in by 
Brazil's Joao Oliveira at the Mexico City 
Pan American Games which surpassed the 
previous world mark for that event (held by 
Victor Saneyev of the Soviet Union) by one 
foot, six inches. So shattering was Oliveira's 
feat, that track and field experts were com- 
paring it to Bob Beamon's still unbelievable 
long jump leap of 29 feet, 2''2 inches set in 
the same pit at the 1968 Olympics. 


While Bayi, Walker and Oliveira among 


others were leaving their marks in the 
amateur realms of track and field, Oldfield, 
the 6-foot-5, 280pound free-thinking giant, 
was doing his thing—his way—as a pro- 
fessional. 


Completely abandoning the long-estab- 


lished Parry O'Brien standing thrust method 
of shotputting, Oldfield unveiled a spinning, 
discus-throwing style that resulted in world 
best throws of, first, 72-feet, 6finches at 
San Francisco in April, and then 75 feet at 
El Paso, Tex., May 10. more more 


"I am the Babe Ruth of track and field," 


proclaimed Oldfield, who promptly dubbed 
his controversial shotput style "the Oldfield 
spin." 


Later Olufieid blasted the amateur-con- 


trolled international organizations for failing 
to recognize his feats which, although nearly 
three feet better than Al Feuerbach's exist- 
ing record, were nonetheless set with the 
non-sanctioned International Track Associa- 
tion pro tour. 


"The world record sanctioning committee 


ire an amateur bodv associated with 


amateur people who get paid for setting 
recoords," Oldfield said disdainfully. "These 
people know that the officials who judge my 
records were competent." 


Despite the anti-establishment antics of 


Oldfield. the fall of the eight-year old mile 
standard was still the highlight of the track 
and field year. 


Bayi. the 21-year old Tanzanian Air Force 


mechanic, was, of course, the first to lower 
Ryun's standard and the conditions for his 
run under the Jamaican moonlight couldn't 
have been better. An all star field including 
former Villanova ace Marty Liquori, current 
Villanova ace Eamon Coghlan, 880 yard- 
1000-meter world record-holder Rick 
Wohlhuter and indoor mile world record 
holder Tony Waldrop were all on hand to 
challenge the skinny Bayi in the Martin 
Luther King "Dream Mile." 


Bayi, ignoring the effects of a 23-hour air 


journey which brought him from Tanzania to 
Jamaica, ran his typical frontrunning race, 
turning back challenges from first Coghlan 
and finally Liquori down the stretch. The 
pace was indeed swift as Liquori, Coghlan, 
Wohlhuter, Waldrop and Reg McAfee all 
broke four minutes. 


The Bayi record didn't last long, however, 


as Walker became the first man in history 
to crack the 3:50 barrier three months later 
with his 3:49.4. A 6-foot-1, 185-pound New 
Zealander, Walker, whose previous best was 
3:52.2, took the lead on the third lap at 
Goteborg and finished nearly six seconds 
ahead of Australia's Ken Hall. 


"I feel I couldn't have run a more perfect 


race," Walker said afterward. 


Another noteable in the track world for 


1975 was Houston McTear, the 18-year old 
Baker, Fla. schoolboy who on May 10 
equalled the world 100-yard dash record with 
a 9.0 second clocking at the Florida high 
school championships. McTear, who pre- 
viously had run six 9.3 hundreds, signed a 
footballtrack grant-in aide at the University 
of Florida. 


The year, however, belonged to messers 


Bayi, Walker. Oldfield and Oliveira. They 
were the outstanding athletes in a record- 
breaking year which augurs well for next 
vear's Montreal Olympics.

Ulster County's proposed welfare budget for 1976 is 


$26.2 million, up about $7.2 million from this year and 
subject to change from both the state and federal 
governments, which have different fiscal years from 
the county. 


Bernhardt S. Kramer, Ulster County Social services 


commissioner, points out that the state legislature, 
meeting in January, can enact changes that would 
mean added costs for the county before its fiscal year 
ends. The same thing is true at the federal level. 


Public assistance programs are funded 50 per cent 


by the federal government, 25 per cent by the state and 
25 per cent by the county, except for home relief, which 
is not a federal program. Home relief comes in two 
packages. One involves cases in the towns, where costs 
are split 50-50 between state and town. The other 
involved the City of Kingston. The county administers 
welfare for the city and is reimbursed by it for the 50 
per cent of the cost it pays, with the state again picking 
up the other half of the tab. 


As things stand now, welfare will consume about 43 


per cent of next year's county budget. The final figure 
may be even higher, since Kramer said at a recent 
public hearing that he didn't think that the medical 
assistance appropriation would last out the year. 


Although it is far from the largest item in the welfare 


budget, home relief is responsible for much of the 
criticism directed at welfare operations Kramer thinks 
it is because home relief is so highly visible. "It's the 
one place where our programs get out into the towns," 
he explained. 


The problem may be more severe here because Ulster 


County is one of two in the state still clinging to the 
joint county-town administration of home relief. The 
other is Oneida County (Utica) where Mrs. Lorraine 
Hanley is deputy commissioner of social services. 


Ulster County is not likely to stand alone, 'dvised 


that the legislature recently failed to take the towns 
out of home relief by a 16-16 tie vote, Mrs. Hanley said: 
"The chances for a change here is nil." 


Kramer noted that persons denied home reliefer who

'his complex system called the 'Blood 


Bank' is a red and green story. It is getting blood and 
getting money. Even though we are self-sufficient 
through maintenance of membership dues, payments 
received for pints of blood and an allocation from 
United Way, you cannot maintain and operate a blood 
bank without money." 


That's how Wilfred G. (Bud) Springer, executive 


director of the Ulster County Blood Bank, sees the 
situation today. 


Talking to the Freeman about the organization 


launched in 1969, Springer says it wasn't until Septem- 
ber 1,1970 that active membership recruitment began. 


"Instead of the anticipated 4,000 we got 787 at the 


end of four months. We really started from rock bottom 
but today we have over 15,000 members and we must 
continue to move forward," the Blood Bank official 
said. 


Just recently, the Ulster County Blood Bank in- 


itiated a Bloodmobile program. It will help facilitate 
the drawing of needed blood to meet growing demands 
in the county. It is reported the Blood Bank furnished 
close to 100 per cent of all blood used by the three 
hospitals — Kingston,' Benedictine and Ellenville. 


"People are always in trouble. You always need 


blood. There is no substitute for human blood. I wish 
people could realize it isn't just super-emergencies that 
tax our supplies, it's daily demands." 


Springer feels the Bloodmobile will increase blood 


donations by taking the technicians and equipment to 
the people instead of vice versa. He also feels this 
increase in donors will reflect increased revenue. 


"In Ulster County, the charge per pint of blood, if 


you are not a member of our Blood Bank, averages 
about $30-35," Springer says. "This includes process- 
ing and infusion. We are probably the lowest in the 


United States. Elsewhere, particularly in the metropol- 
itan area hospitals, replacement for non-members of 
Blood Banks could run as high as 50 pints to one 
depending upon the type of operation. Processing fees 
in other areas also run very high. I know of one case 
where the patient was charged for having blood 
transported from one part of the city to another," 
Springer indicated. 


The Blood Bank spokesman indicated these prob- 


lems do not exist in Ulster County. He did stress, 
however, that Blood Bank members notify the local 
organization immediately if they find themselves 
hospitalized outside of Ulster County. "As members, 
they are entitled to an unlimited supply of blood and 
I caution them to check their bills to make certain they 
are not being charged unnecessarily," Springer says. 


A lot of blood is being used in Ulster County with 


senior citizens using 40-56 percent of it. Because of 
their age, Springer reports, they are unable to serve as 
active members of the Blood Bank so other organiza- 
tions serve as donors in their behalf. 


"These groups literally 'bleed' for their brothers," 


says Springer. "They believe in giving a gift for life by 
giving a pint of blood." 


Aside from costs involved in maintaining a blood 


bank in this area, getting people to donate blood is 
another avenue of work and, at times, frustrating. 
Springer told the Freeman many are afraid of the 
needle even though it's explained it doesn't hurt any 
more than a Flu shot. 


"On the other hand, how do you explain this? The 


Bloodmobile was stationed in front of a local manufac- 
turing plant on Route 28 one day and a man from 
Lexington, N.Y., pulled up and donated a pint of 
blood. He had lost a son in a bout with cancer and 
believes in giving to save someone else's life," Springer 
said. 


It was also indicated to the Freeman that there is 


much to be said for youths' participation in the blood 
bank program. Last summer, Ulster County Blood 
Bank inaugurated a program of high school donors. 
Legislation has lowered the age limit for blood donors 
from 18 to 17, without requiring parental consent. 


"We need to get youth motivated in this direction 


since they are going to be blood donors for the next 40 
years. And constant recruitment of donors is necessary 
because only three percent of the total donor popu- 
lation in the country gives blood. The youths I've met 
want to get involved. It gives them a sense of 
responsibility," Springer outlines. 


The Ulster County Blood Bank is housed in the 


former Kingston Hospital Nurses' Residence. The 
hospital was instrumental in assisting with setting up 
the quarters for the Blood Bank. 


"They have given us many courtesies and kind- 


nesses," Springer stated. 


Community blood banks are designed, equipped and 


staffed to procure, draw, process, store, cross match 
and distribute to the patient human whole and its 
derivatives. According to medical information, the 
average person has 12-13 pints of blood. One could give 
once every two months if they wanted to. Any healthy 
person between 17-66 can give blood without any ill 
effects.

The Barge, the NYSARBC's major public program 


will be traveling New York State's waterways from 
April to September, 1976. It will make 32 stops along 
its more than 1,400 mile route. At each of those sites 
major festivals are being organized, by local bicenten- 
nial planners, which will commemorate both the Barge 
visit and the heritage of the region in which the 
stopping site is located. 


In Albany, where the Barge will be from July 1-4, 


a coordinated commemoration ie planned under the 
guidartce of the Albany Bicentennial Commission. At 
the Port of Albany, docking site for the vessel, there 
will be a musical program complete with marching 
bands. At the new Empire State Plaza, which will be 
dedicated July 4, a sound and light production is 
planned which will become a permanent installation 
at the facility. The Albany Symphony Orchestra and 
the Lake George Opera Company are planning a joint 
presentation and production combining the talents of 
the Tn-City Council of Community Theatre groups is 
also being discussed. 


The Albany League of Arts has three days of 


activities planned in Washington Park, the city's 
major downtown park, to commemorate the Barge 
visit. Included in the festivities will be craft demon- 
strations, historical presentations in the boathouse, 
and concerts by folksingers and other local celebrities. 
In other areas of the city, the art department of the 
State University at Albany is planning a bicentennial 
exhibit and the Saratoga Performing Arts Center has 
offered to make its facilities available for special 
performances of music and dance.

The Barge, the NYSARBC’s major public program 
will be traveling New York State’s waterways from 
April to September, 1976. It will make 32 stops along 
its more than 1,400 mile route. At each of those sites 
major festivals are being organized, by local bicenten­ 
nial planners, which will commemorate both the Barge 
visit and the heritage of the region in which the 
stopping site is located. 
In Albany, where the Barge will be from July 1-4, 
a co ord in ated co m m em oration is plan n ed u n d er the 
guidance of the Albany Bicentennial Commission. At 
the Port of Albany, docking site for the vessel, there 
will be a musical program complete with marching 
bands. At the new Empire State Plaza, which will be 
dedicated July 4, a sound and light production is 
planned which will become a permanent installation 
at the facility. The Albany Symphony Orchestra and 
the Lake George Opera Company are planning a joint 
presentation and production combining the talents of 
the Tri-City Council of Community Theatre groups is 
also being discussed. 


The Albany League of Arts has three days of 
activities planned in Washington Park, the city’s 
major downtown park, to commemorate the Barge 
visit. Included in the festivities will be craft demon­ 
strations, historical presentations in the boathouse, 
and concerts by folksingers and other local celebrities. 
In other areas of the city, the art department of the 
State University at Albany is planning a bicentennial 
exhibit and the Saratoga Performing Arts Center has 
offered to make its facilities available for special 
performances of music and dance. 
This kind of coordinated effort is the goal in each of 
the Barge’s stopping sites, according to Barbara Prete, 
festival coordinator for the Barge Program. 


"The festival program is designed to celebrate New 
York State through a look at the lives of our people,” 
Ms. Prete said. "Current life-stles, examined through 
local histories, art forms, and leisure activities charac­ 
terize the variations of viewpoints evident in individ­ 
ual communities. 
"A distinctive celebration in each of the 32 com­ 
munities will be the ultimate achievement of the 
festival program," the festival coordinator added. 


Music will play an important role in the festivals at 
each of the 32 barge stops. In Medina, band and choral 
concerts are planned an a program of traditional 
dance, street dancing, and square dancing is in the 
works. Highlight of the festival planned in that Orleans 


County city will 
be a concert, by the Buffalo 
Philharmonic Symphony, sponsored by a local bank. 


A regional festival is planned in the Mid-Hudson 
area where the Barge will make three stops between 
June 18 and 27. Ports-of-call in the reign will be 
Kingston, Poughkeepsie and Newburgh. 
"The folks at the three sites are planning individual 
festivals with a coordinated regional concept," ex­ 
plained Ms. Prete. "Planners in the three cities 
recognize the common identification the localities have 
with the Hudson Valley Philharmonic Orchestra. 


"W hat is being talked about now is a jointly 
sponsored series of concerts in the three cities. The 
music will include opera, jazz, and pops, as well as 
classical presentations. Concerts will be given in the 
orchestra’s shell stage, which will be set up for two days 
in e a c h I m n tlU I l.’ " 
Other activities commemorating the barge festival 
will include folk music presentations on the Hudson 
River sloop, the Clearwater, and a photography and art 
exhibit in the newly restored Poughkeepsie railroad 
station. In Rhinebeck, across the mid-Hudson bridge 
from Kingston, the famous Northeast Crafts Fair will 
be held.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—There is the sound oi 


old-time- evangelism in the air these days and, 
powerfully amplified by modern technology, it is 
being heard across the country. 


Evangelists of every known religious persuasion 


—some not so well known yet—are following that 
forceful Psalms proverb: they are making joyful' 
noises unto the Lord. Says religion expert Wil- 
liam McLoughlin of Brown University, who 
teaches seminars in Revivals and Awakenings in 
America: "The county is at the peak of a new 
religious awakening. We aren't sure God is on our 
side anymore. When America feels threatened, 
it has always gone back into its past. And that 
leads some people to the old-time religion." 


Some authorities say evangelism flourishes 


during recessions and depressions. Others dis- 
count the hard times theory and point to a 
national shift back to the old values. As one 
minister puts it: "People have tried all the fads 
and been to the moon. They are hungry now for

straight, old-fashioned answers to their prob- 
lems." 


It is generally agreed, however, that evangelism 


moves in 30-year cycles, sweeping in, fading out 
and the returning again. No doubt about it, it 
has returned again. 


Will Herberg, the noted theologian from Drew 


University, points out: "There is a rhythmic 
pattern to evangelism. It carries across the 
country, goes away, and comes back. There is a 
mass upsurge lately. Although each evangelist is 
different, all of them do the same thing: they 
articulate the uneasiness of people." 


Many liken the current mood to the early 


1900s, when Billy Sunday triggered a nationwide 
movement. Many Sunday imitators suddenly 
appeared on the scene. Sunday, the Chicago 
baseball player-turned-evangelist, originated the 
flamboyant style used by many modern-day 
evangelists. "Come on, you miserable sinners, 
get down on your knees," he used to say. "The 
devil has two strikes on you already." 


But Sunday, Aimee Semple McPherson and 


Father Divine did not have television. And more 
than anything, TV has become the magic key to 
evangelistic success today. Some 23 evangelists 
are now syndicated on national TV, twice as 
many as 10 years ago. Several hundred are heard 
weekly on local radio. TV and radio not only 
allow evangelists to reach staggering numbers of 
people but have become electronic churches for 
millions. 


"It used to take years and years for an 


evangelist to get a national reputation," observes 
Gaylord Creedon, a television consultant to 
evangelists. "With TV, it can be done within a 
year." 


The father of big-league evangelism is Billy 


Graham, whose crusades are now televised on 
325 stations around the world at a cost of more 
than $1 million per crusade. Graham works 
closely with local church groups. The prime 
objective of his crusades are to "bring uncom- 
mitted individuals into a personal relationship 
with Jesus Christ and firmly establish them in 
a local church." Other evangelists with massive 
followings include Oral Roberts, who broadcasts 
weekly from NBC studios in Burbank, Calif,; 
Frederick Eikerenkoetter (Reverand Ike);

While Graham and Roberts may be better 


known, they were not the first to tap the 
awesome power of TV. That precedent goes to 
Humbard, a fundamentalist preacher who had 
$65 in his pocket when he landed his first TV 
show in Cleveland, Today, Humbard broadcasts 
from his 5,000-seat Cathedral of Tomorrow in 
Akron Ohio. He is watched weekly by some 34 
million people on over 400 stations around the 
world, far more than watch Johnny Carson. His 
annual TV budget: over $4 million. 


"God laid on my heart a burden to stay in 


Akron to build a large church and televise that 
church's services to every state," says Humbard. 
"He also laid it upon my heart to do a world- 
wide program. That's been our vision from the 
very beginning. Our goal is to have the voice of 
this ministry heard anywhere on the face of the 
earth." 


But TV evangelism has become horrendously

expensive. It costs up to $1,500 &n hour to buy 
time in such cities as Los Angeles and New York. 
Most of the evangelistic programs are now 
produced by professional TV companies and 
feature large numbers of musicians and singing 
groups. "There is just no comparison between 
today's shows and the ones we saw a few years 
ago," says one TV executive. "They are hiring 
top sound and lighting people and are every bit 
as professional as Cher or All in the Family." 


The paadox is that while evangelism is on the 


upswing, church attendance is down across the 
country. Many clergymen are, in fact, lamenting 
the declining influence of the churches and 
synagogues. A leading Presbyterian minister in 
New York says: "The city has largely abandoned 
religion and for that reason will pay a terrible 
price." But a Denver priest says: "It's not 
religion that's being discarded. What's happen- 
ing is that the solid and more traditional 
churches are receding in influnece and the 
sensational is coming forth." 


Many evangelists say that people are turning 


away from organized religion and searching for 
personal solutions to their problems. Says Hum- 
bard: "I'm making my sermons more simple to 
the people can understand them." And Rev. Ike 
points out: "People don't want religious doctrine 
and dogma. They want solutions to their prob- 
lems. I convert people to believe in themselves. 
I don't convert people into any form of organized 
religion. Heaven and hell are states of mind. 
People are beginning to realize that God is 
present in every individual." 


While business is booming for most evangelists, 


some—including Humbard—have faced severe 
financial problems recently. The escalating costs 
of television combined with tight money have 
clearly slowed the pace of expansion. Even 
Graham, who appears on prime-time television 
every three months, has turned cautious during 
the latest recession. "We are looking closer at our 
spending and cutting back where we can," a 
Graham spokesman notes. 


If past evangelistic patterns hold, the current 


evangelistic tide can bt expected to roll out in 
the 1980s. McLoughlin of Brown University is 
one observer who believes it will. He finds that 


the country is in "its fourth great religious 
awakening." The first was the Puritan Reform, 
led by Jonathan Edwards (1725-1755). This was 
followed by the Great Camp Meeting Revivals 
(1790-1820), which swept out of Kentucky and 
Tennessee; the Social Gospel Movement (1885- 
1915), which featured Dwight Moody and Billy 
Sunday; and the current Evangelistic Crusades 
(1950-?), pioneered by Graham, Roberts and 
Humbard. 


But some religion experts are not so sure that 


the Old patterns will follow. The new factor in 
the equation is television. As one evangelistic 
spokesman puts it: "TV has changed things 
today. We're now reaching the unreachable. It's 
an infinite market. An old boy goes out on 
Saturday night and drags himself home at three 
in the morning. He may not be in shape to get 
to church on Sunday. But he flips on the TV set 
and we plant the seed without the man ever 
getting sober."
